“Tt would be an international calamity greater than 
the loss of a hundred Titanics if the development of 
ocean transportation and the evolution of ships in size, 
speed, efficiency and cheapness received a serious setback 
from a wild exaggeration in the public mind as to the 
dangers at sea,” is the assertion of Richmond Pearson 
iiobson in the Engineering Magazine for June in his 
discussion of the Titanic disaster. The most important 
matter connected with the Titanic disaster, he maintains, 
is that it shall not be allowed to check increase of speed 
and size in merchant ships. With the turbine engine 
and the developing gas engine he sees in the near future 
a promising field for speed development. With reason- 
able precautions the danger incurred from collision in 
the leviathans of the ocean is practically negligible. It 
was, in his estimation, merely the absence of an inner 
bottom and inner skin reaching to the lower deck at 
the water line and giving the vessel enough reserve 
buoyancy that permitted the Titanic to sink. ‘A factor 
of safety considerably greater could be realized with 
much higher speed provided a more expensive construc- 
tion is followed with a full watertight deck and 
longitudinal bulkheads approaching that of warships. 
Capable of floating under serious damage, such vessels 
would be unsinkable in passenger service.” It is a ques- 
tion in Mr. Hobson’s mind whether this highest class of 
transportation could maintain itself without governmental 
service and governmental compensation. The higher class 
would be so greatly superior for auxiliary naval purposes 
and the need of such auxiliaries in time of war is so 
great that every maritime nation would find it economical 
and advantageous to offer the added inducements. 
Indeed, in time of war navies have larger needs also 
for additional auxiliaries for low grade transportation 
of troops, coal and supplies. Vessels of all types thus 
adapted to governmental uses would be of particular 
advantage to the United States, where the Navy is 
seriously lacking in auxiliaries and the ocean merchant 
marine so meager for supplying auxiliaries in time of 
war.

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Mr. Hobson has now before the House Naval Com- 
nittee a bill providing for government compensation 
Lased on a percentage on the first cost, graded for the 
type of vessel and for its age. The yearly compensation 
would vary from a maximum of twelve per cent. of the 
original cost during -the first five years for vessels of 
the highest class down to the minimum of two per cent. 
for the third and last five years of vessels of the second 
class. Despite such disasters as that of the Titanic, 
transportation by water is so much safer than by land 
that the two cannot be put in the same class, and yet 
traveling by rail, with all its attendant accidents, accord- 
ing to insurance records, is far safer than not traveling 
ot all. Fire is the greatest danger that menaces the 
ecean greyhounds of the future, according to Mr. Hobson. 
One thing that impressed him with this awful possibility 
of a greater loss of life at sea by fire than was caused 
by the sinking of the Titanic was the sight of the ships 
of Cervera’s squadron burning like so many tinder boxes, 
and the description given to him later by Admiral 
Cervera of the way the second shot that came on board 
the Teresa set the ship on fire. While the Spanish had 
hot thrown everything inflammable overboard before the 
battle, still the inflammability of one of their cruisers 
that day was far less than that of a luxurious ocean 
'ner, This comparison may not be deemed a good one 
considering that the members of the crew had no chance 
to fight the fire with the shells coming aboard from the 
American guns, while such a handicap would not face 
the crew of a merchant ship. Mr. Hobson would also 
lave the ice lanes patrolled by government vessels, the 





governments co-operating, The disintegration of the ice 
might be hastened by cheap shell fired into the bergs, 
or towing in some cases might be resorted to to get the 
ice out of the way. In the minor details, such as ship 
discipline, etc., Mr. Hobson would have officers eliminate 
social relations with passengers and mess to themselves. 
Officers and crew should be forbidden to drink beverages 
containing alcohol. ‘Let no one be intimidated,” says 
the paper in conclusion, “man has the ocean subjugated.”

Among the most enlightened thinkers of his day was 
Henry James, sr., the father of Henry James, the 
novelist, and of William James, the philosopher. Writing 
in the Atlantic Monthly in 1870 Mr. James appears to 
have anticipated some of the issues of the political con- 
test which is at present distracting the American public 
so that in the din of voices one is all but deafened. This 
is what Mr. James said forty-two years ago: “Society is 
getting to mean, now, something very different from 
what it has ever before meant. It has all along meant 
an instituted or conventional order among men, and this 
order was to be maintained at whatever cost to the 
individual man; if need be, at the cost of his utmost 
physical and moral degradation. People no longer put 
this extravagant estimate upon our civic organization. 
Our existing civilization seems now very dear at that 
costly price. Society, in short, is beginning to claim 
interests essentially repugnant to those of any established 
order. It utterly refuses to be identified with any mere 
institutions, however conventionally sacred, and claims 
to be a plenary divine righteousness in our very nature. 
The critical moment of destiny seems to be approaching, 
the day of justice and judgment for which the world 
has been so long agonizing in prayer, a day big with 
wrath against every interest of man which is organized 
upon the principle of his inequality with his brother, 
and full of peace to every interest established upon their 
essential fellowship. Every day an increasing number 
of persons reject our cruel civilization as a finality of 
God’s providence upon earth. Every day burns the con- 
viction deeper in men’s bosoms that there is no life of 
man on earth so poor and abject, whose purification and 
sanctification are not an infinitely nearer and dearer 
object to the heart of God than the welfare of any Paris, 
any London, any New York extant. And this rising 
preponderance of the human sentiment in consciousness 
over the personal one is precisely whut accounts for the 
growing disrespect into which our legal administration 
is falling, and precisely what it must try to mould itself 
upon, if it would recover again the lost ground to which 
its fidelity to the old ideas is constantly subjecting it.”

The paper by Rear Admiral John R. Edwards, U.S.N., 
in the current Journal of the A.S.N.E., of which we 
give a résumé in another column, is altogether one of 
the most important discussions of the troublesome ques- 
tion of plant management that have grown out of the 
attempt to apply the “Taylor” methods to modern in- 
dustry. Heretofore the advocates of “scientific manage- 
ment” seem to have had a virtual monopoly of the field 
of literature, and the country has been deluged with a 
mass of material which Admiral Edwards deems largely 
made up of platitudinous deprecation of waste and 
laudation of economy and of erroneous interpretations 
of the meanings of “efficiency” and “scientific.” No one 
can read this masterly paper by this naval officer of 
great experience without feeling that it is a lofty protest 
against the effort to reduce the mechanic and artisan 
to the level of a machine and to regulate his mental and 
muscular output by the stop-watch. In sounding a 
warning against the depletion of American energy by 
overwork, and the consequent deterioration of the native 
stock, Admiral Edwards takes timely account of the mili- 
tary needs of the country, and none too soon calls 
attention to the fact that if mechanical efficiency means 
the physical retrogression of the American people the 
republic will suffer through the resultant lessening of 
the fighting quality in our population. The days when 
American men were trained in the use of the rifle from 
their youths up have passed by, and we have become 
a country of shopkeepers and mechanics, to whom the 
gun is often a curiosity. To add to this decadence of 
the martial elements, a further machinizing of our work- 
men, the Admiral believes, will be to court lasting injury 
to the country rather than gain.

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A tribute which in vividness of style, loftiness of 
diction and freedom from exaggeration suits well the 
splendid character which inspired it is paid to the late 
George Wallace Melville, former Engineer-in-Chief, 
U.S.N., by William Ledyard Cathcart, former passed 
assistant engineer, U.S.N., in the May issue of the 
Journal of the American Society of Naval Engineers. 
Melville’s services to the Navy in bringing forward new 
ideas and carrying them successfully into practical 
demonstration were of the greatest importance in keep- 
ing our naval development abreast of that of Europe, 
as was shown at the time he built the triple-screw 
cruisers Minneapolis and Columbia, whose record re- 
mained unequaled for nearly a decade. A hull displace- 
ment of 7,375 tons was to be driven at a speed of twenty- 
two knots on an indicated horsepower of 21,000, an 
engineering problem that would have staggered a less 
forceful man than Melville. Despite various predictions 
of calamity he went ahead until the ships themselves 
demonstrated the clearness of his engineering vision. If 
his advice had been followed this country might have 
had the distinction of creating the Dreadnought type of 
“all-big-gun one-caliber ship.” In 1899 he submitted to 
the Board of Construction a sketch plan of the battery 
of such a ship, carrying ten 12-inch rifles and having a 








speed of twenty knots. In the view of his eulogist, the 
greatest service done by Melville for the Navy and for 
his profession was the work he did in widening the field 
and increasing the prestige of the engineer. Through 
all the struggle of those days between the: line and the 
engineers it was to Melville that the latter looked to 
make. the hardest fight.

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The Philadelphia Inquirer says: “The ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL, a week ago, devoted close to an entire 
column of its editorial page to tell of “The Maneuver 
Campaign,’ and in so doing the writer must have made 
a slip which probably got him ‘a couple of days in the 
guard house.’ The error is in the use of the term 
‘National Guard’ in connection with the state of Kansas. 
In all of the many following lines National Guard is not 
used. Instead is found: ‘Militia Infantry, from Okla- 
homa ;’ ‘Militia from Missouri ;’ ‘Militia Troops,’ ‘Regular 
Army and Organized Militia,’ and in six separate places 
just plain ‘Militia’ is used. Those serving in the ‘Militia’ 
should not be downcast, the JOURNAL man does write 
it with a capital ‘M,’ and that concession is most en- 
couraging.” This is a question determined by the law, 
and not by our opinion or that of the learned author 
of the above paragraph. If he has followed the history 
of the Army bill he will have observed that the House 
in passing it used the term “Organized Militia.” This 
was amended by the Senate to read “National Guard or 
Organized Militia.” The matter went to conference, 
and in the bill as agreed upon in conference and reported 
to the two houses the term “Natioral Guard” is omitted, 
and the only title recognized in the bill is “Organized 
Militia.” This includes not only the “National Guard” 
of various states, but the “Volunteer Militia” of Massa- 
chusetts, the “Organized Militia” of Delaware, the 
Kentucky “State Guard” and “Virginia Volunteers,” 
these being the official state titles. The term “Organized 
Militia” covers all of the state organizations; the use of 
the term “National Guard” alone would have deprived 
of the benefit of the bill the troops of the four states 
named.

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The Navy’s interest in the Cape Cod Canal, which is 
to be completed next year, according to former Lieut. 
Comdr. Jacob W. Miller, U.S.N., is so great as to make 
imperative a depth sufficient to float our battleships. 
By going around Nantucket a battleship sailing from 
New York to Boston would have to traverse 411 miles, 
but only 267 via the canal. From Newport to Boston 
via the canal the distance is 112 miles, and around 
Nantucket 273. Here the distance saved would be 
one-half. Taking Provincetown and Newport as the 
strategic bases for Boston and New York, respectively, 
the time consumed in going around the cape should be 
reduced to facilitate quick uniting of ships and 
squadrons. Mr. Miller, in writing on this theme in the 
May Journal of the American Society of Naval En- 
gineers, opposes the movement for the improvement of 
the Pollock Rip Channel. Money spent there, he says, 
would be wasted and would better be spent on improving 
the Cape Cod Canal. To deepen the canal, whose planned 
depth is only twenty-five feet, so as to float battleships 
would cost about $3,000,000 if the work is done now, 
but a great deal more if done after the canal is finished, 
as was the case at Kiel. Government aid for the purpose 
is now sought, and the point of Mr. Miller’s paper is 
to prove the value of such expenditure by the National 
Government in aid of the privately constructed canal 
to naval defense.

In a report from Hong Kong Consul General George 
E. Anderson says concerning the prospect for extensive 
future markets in China: “There is certain to be an 
immediate construction of railways, with all the atten- 
dant development, and of modern schools, modern build- 
ings, bridges, roads, waterworks, gas and electric light 
and power plants, and all kinds of public utilities and 
improvements. There is already an important change 
in the dress of the Chinese people in the open ports, and 
more or less in the interior of the country, which is 
increasing the demand for foreign fabrics, particularly 
cotton goods and foreign shoes, hats and dress novelties. 
Factories for the manufacture of Chinese goods in a 
more modern way and for the manufacture of foreign 
goods now needed by the Chinese are springing up in 
all the open ports, and will arise all over China as soon 
as conditions become more stable. For all these there 
is an increasing demand for foreign machinery and 
appliances, especially for small plants and experimental 
machines. In short, China is entering upon its new 
era, and all that has ever been said and written about 
trade possibilities should now be resaid and rewritten 
as pertinent to the present moment.”

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OUR GERMAN VISITORS. 


More than ordinary interest attached to the visit of 
the German battle cruiser von Moltke to New York city 
because it represents the latest ideas in the construction 
of this formidable kind of warship, which is strange to 
the U.S. Navy, none of this kind of sea fighter being 
found in the list of our naval vessels. With its great 
speed, large tonnage and heavy armament the von Moltke, 
like the British Lion, represents the perfection to which 
that class of warship has been brought, and perhaps 
naval experts, after viewing the impressive ship in the 
Hudson River, will regret that our Navy has none of 
that type of ship. With a full-load displacement of 
23,300 tons, with a speed approaching thirty knots an 
hour, which makes it faster than the swiftest passenger 
ocean liners, and with eight 12.2-inch guns in the main 
battery and with an armor protection amidships of 7% 
inches, this Dreadnought cruiser shows to what an extent 
naval architecture has been able to combine high speed 
with great tonnage and heavy armament. It was but a 
few years ago that only the heaviest of battleships could 
carry eight 12-inch guns, and even now the German 
Dreadnought battleships carry only two more 12.2-inch 
guns than the von Moltke. Whether the visit of the 
German squadron will result in the early construction 
of such a type of vessel for our Navy remains to 
seen, but there is little doubt that the queen of the Ger- 
man cruisers made a very favorable impression upon 
men of the sea at New York. I 

The von Moltke and the cruisers Stettin and Bremen 
left Hampton Roads on the afternoon of June 8 for 
New York. They were escorted by the battleships 
Louisiana, Kansas, New Hampshire and South Carolina 
and the torpedoboats Roe, Terry, Paulding, McCall 
and Drayton. As the Moltke weighed anchor Rear 
Admiral von Rebeur-Paschwitz, commanding the German 

uadron, sent a wireless message of thanks to Secretary 
of the Navy Meyer, expressing his appreciation of the 
courtesies shown the officers and men of his command. 
Rear Admiral Cameron McR, Winslow, commanding the 
Second Division of the Atlantic Fleet, was in command 
of the escorting American squadron. The visiting and 
escorting ships reached Sandy Hook in the forenoon of 
Sunday, June 9, and in sunlit waters steamed up the 
New York Harbor to their anchorage in the Hudson 
River. Their passage through the metropolitan waters 
was the occasion of great popular interest, the shores 
of the bay and river being thronged with sightseers. The 
procession up the river was headed by the torpedoboat 
flotilla, followed by the American battleships, of which 
the Louisiana was the flagship. At the head of the 
German squadron was the von Moltke, and she became 
the target of the million eyes that watched the display 
of the naval power of two nations who are tied for the 

lace of honor in sea strength next to Great Britain. 
he German ships were painted a light gray, which 
contrasted with the darker shade of the American craft. 
This color seemed to soften their lines, and only on 
closer inspection did their strength and ruggedness appear. 

The visitors saluted the American flag in passing 
Governors Island, and Fort Jay replied. All the shipping 
along the bay and river front was alive with German 
and American bunting. The Louisiana, at the head of 
the column; anchored off the Soldiers’ and Sailors’ 
Monument at Eighty-ninth street, with the torpedoboats 
between it and the Jersey shore. As soon as anchorage 
was made the mayor’s committee went out to the 
Louisiana. The delegation was headed by ex-Mayor 
Seth Low and was carried in the anchorage vessel Guide. 
After meeting Admiral Winslow the committee was taken 
to the von Moltke on a launch of the Louisiana, accom- 
panied by Admiral Winslow, with whom were his aids, 
Lieut. R. F. Zogbaum and Lieut. L. H. Lacy. The 
presentation of the civilians to the commanding officer 
of the visiting ships was made by Admiral Winslow. In 
the reception Commander Prentzel, the flag lieutenant 
of the German squadron, assisted Lieut. Comdr. David 
F. Sellers, U.S.N., who had been designated as personal aid 
to the German admiral while in American waters and who 
had gone aboard the von Moltke at Hampton Roads. 
One of the most alert young officers on the German 
flagship was Prince Henry of Reuss, whose duty was to 
superintend the coming and going of the boats and 
launches, a duty that requires not a little tact and 
judgment. The German Ambassador had gone aboard 
the Moltke from the yacht North Star, owned by Lieut. 
Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt, N.G.N.Y., who took part in 
the reception as a member of the committee. Among 
others on the committee were Gen. Howard Carroll and 
Police Commissioner Rhinelander Waldo and Col. Louis 
D. Conley, 69th New York. The heartiness and 
geniality of the welcome were shown by the number 
of flags of both nations flown from buildings throughout 
the city. 

In the evening of the day of arrival Admiral von 
Rebeur-Paschwitz was the chief guest at a banquet at 
the Deutscher Verein. Among those present were Admiral 
Winslow, Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., Capt. 
Roger Welles, commanding the Louisiana; Capt. James 
H. Oliver, commanding the New Hampshire; Capt. 
Albert Gleaves, U.S.N., Capt. Thomas Snowden, com- 
manding the South Carolina; Capt John A. Hoogewerff, 
commanding the Kansas. Toasts were drunk and cheers 
given for the rulers of both nations, for the German 
Ambassador, etc., and among the speakers were Admiral 
Winslow and General Bliss. The German visitors were 
kept busy with the beginning of the business week. Early 
Monday General Bliss, U.S.A., commanding the Eastern 
Division, and Captain Gleaves, commandant of the New 
York Navy Yard, made official calls on the German 
Admiral, who shortly before noon, accompanied by Ad- 
miral Winslow and members of the reception committee, 
made a formal call at the City Hall, the plaza in front 
being thronged with people. In Mayor Gaynor’s office 
the German Admiral and his staff were greeted by the 
captains of the American battleships and by distinguished 
citizens. Admiral von Rebeur-Paschwitz, in his reply 
to the Mayor's address, spoke in perfect English, showing 
the breadth of education which the German naval officer 
oomeeee as the result of several visits to the United 

tates. 

The visitors on leaving the City Hall proceeded to 
Governors Island. where they were received by a battalion 
of the 29th U.S. Infantry and the band of that regiment. 
The playing of the German anthem and the firing of 
thirteen guns marked the arrival of the visiting party. 
Then the Germans were taken to the navy yard, where 
they gave much attention to the details of the building 
of the battleship New York, now on the stocks. Here 
the navy yard gunners also gave a salute. In the return 
visit of the Mayor to the von Moltke in the afternoon 
Admiral Winslow accompanied Mr. Gaynor. During 
these ceremonies the junior officers of the German 
squadron were taken for an automobile sightseeing trip 
about the city, with luncheon at the Metropolitan Club. 
The crush of visitors on board the German warships on

IS SCIENTIFIC MANAGEMENT A FETISH? 


Recalling the case of a flag lieutenant in the U.S. 
Navy who upon being told of the fruitless night-and-day 
effort of: his predecessor to dispose of matters pending 
threw all these records into the sea with the remark 
that he would start with a new slate, Rear Admiral John 
R. Edwards, U.S.N., makes a strong protest against 
“The Fetishism of Scientific Management,” which is the 
subject of an admirable paper in the May Journal of the 
American Society of Naval Engineers. None will ques- 
tion the Admiral’s ability to speak intelligently on this 
subject when acquainted with the character of his duties 
and his intimate experience with the machinery depart- 
ments, as he for several years was head of a navy yard 
steam engineering department, for three years inspector 
of machinery at William Cramp and Sons’ shipbuilding 
yard, and for the past year has been general inspector 
of machinery for naval vessels building on the Atlantic 
coast. This variety of duty has given much opportunity 
to observe the various systems of management and to 


discuss them with experts having practical knowledge 
of the subject. j 

In the instance of the lieutenant above cited the story 
goes that there were but few of these documents concern- 
ing which further inquiry was ever made, and that when 
special inquiry was made regarding a particular paper 
the inquirer was simply directed to start correspondence 
anew. Admiral Edwards points out that the trend of 
business management has been to simplify the character 
and reduce the number of records, and it cannot be said 
that scientific management is in line with such practice. 
In some respects the most objectionable feature to the 
introduction of the system of scientific management is 
the lack of confidence and respect it breeds between 
capital and labor. It is hammered into the employer 
that shirking and loafing is the general rule upon the 
part of the workmen, while the employee is told that 
inefficient and wasteful methods of management prevail 
everywhere. Thus distrust and lack of mutual confidence 
between employer and employee are bred. This element 
of weakness in the system must naturally appeal to a 
naval officer who understands the close relation that 
confidence between superior and inferior sustains to naval 
efficiency. 

This consideration leads the essayist to deprecate the 
tendency of the new management to exalt the importance 
of machine efficiency as compared with man efficiency. 
The man frequently appears to be regarded as a hopper 
for feeding or watching the machine, it being considered 
that the shop foremen and planning experts will supply 
all the brain work required, whereas, as a matter of 
fact, “any attempt to dispense with the experience and 
originality of the artisan is marked retrogression. The 
shop practice of the past generation invariably placed 
the man above the machine, and therefore the_ best 
energies of the most successful administrative officials 
have been in the direction of arousing the interest and 
latent resources of the man in front of the tool.” The 
slogan of the new management is “speeding up” of both 
man and machine, and Admiral Edwards says this means 
a still greater drain upon the vitality and energy of the 
American workman, who now puts more of his energy 
into his work than does the European in his country. 
American energy is thus more quickly exhausted, and 
between the ages of forty and fifty, when the European 
workman is at his best, the American frequently breaks 
down through physical exhaustion, dyspepsia or nervous 
prostration. This exhaustion of the vitality of the native 
stock cannot but be reflected in the diminished efficiency 
of Americans as soldiers and sailors, and in this respect 
will national defense suffer. 

It may be bclieved that the two basic principles of 
the new system—the minute subdivision of operations 
and the speeding up of machines—make for the training 
of high-grade artisans, but Admiral Edwards holds that 
they do nothing of the kind. He admits it is not difficult 
to train common labor and boys to operate special 
machines with rapidity and skill, but “such training is 
of permanent benefit neither to the nation nor to the 
individual. 'Time-study methods may increase for a time 
the output of the machine, but only at the expense of the 
development of the man.” An important observation of 
the Admiral is found in his remark that the “‘most 
serious evil connected with automatic work is due to 
the fact that it makes for mental retrogression of the 
employee, and is likewise responsible in considerable 
part for the general socializing process that is going on 
even in the better class of shops of the country.” 

Admiral Edwards points to the consolidation of large 
business interests into what is called the trust as an 
evidence that the factor of individual initiative must 
be taken into account. At first the consolidation resulted 
in reduced expenses and a higher net return on the 
investment, but soon it happened that the managers who 
had once been individual proprietors lost interest in their 
work with the loss of personal pride and initiative, and 
the expenses increased greatly, in line with the remark 
of one expert who said that “‘corporation consolidations 
tend to produce routine officials from top to bottom.” 
In this respect, then, the consolidations have not brought 
= benefit to the consumer which has been claimed for 
them. 

The navy yards of the United States do not need the 
Taylor system of scientific management so much as they 
need better compensation for some of the civilian em- 
ployees, says Admiral Edwards. Ever since the Civil 
War there has been a progressive increase in the wages 
of the navy yard mechanics till the wage rate of the 
laborers and artisans now probably averages fifty per 
cent. more than it did thirty years ago, but the com- 
pensation of the leading men, chief clerks, master 
mechanics, etc., has not increased proportionately. and 
the navy yards therefore do not tempt the class of men 
essential for such important duties. In some cases 
private shipbuilding plants pay double the compensation 
for corresponding superintendence. At the Norfolk 
Navy Yard now has been introduced a system patterned 
after that of the Vickers shipbuilding plant of England. 
There are some modifications of this system to adapt it 
better to the American industrial life. The premium 
bonus system of Vickers does not appeal to our Navy 
Department, nor does the close following up of work 
by “progress” men, which involves a sort of espionage 
not fruitful here of loyal service. Hence the system 
adopted by Secretary Meyer at Norfolk is the British 
plan made more inflexible and less exasperating. A 
board of management experts when it came to study the 
navy yards was staggered as soon as it encountered 
the conditions at such yards, for there they found huge 
repair shops as distinguished from manufacturing shops. 

The prominent feature of the Taylor system is “time 
studies,” exemplified by a clerk with a stop-watch timing 
each operation of the workman in order to set up a 
standard which none but the most expert and the. most 
vigorous can reach. Such a system was being gradually 
introduced into the navy yards, but it was checked by 

try Meyer as soon as he began to inyestigate 


conditions. He realized that cost is measured not only 
in dollars and cents, but in time, and that in the case 
of military engineering establishments national prestige 
and safety may be involved in the character and rapidity 
of repairs made at these plants. In the course of his 
analysis of the yroblems presented by navy yard 
management Admiral Edwards makes a plea for placing 
those officers who have been at sea in charge of navy 
yards, which are “necessary practical and important 
post-graduate schools of instruction for men and officers.” 
Unless the turret and engine room officers of our battle- 
ships have occasional tours of shore duty with opportu- 
nities to acquire an intimate knowledge of the design, 
construction, etc., of the motive appliances on battleships 
he believes our warships cannot be brought to the- degree 
of efficiency which the country demands.

DEVELOPMENT OF THE MOROS AND PAGANS, 


One of the most remarkable features of the work 
being done by this Government in the Philippines is the 
development of the Moros and Pagans. It has been 
under the direction of Major John P. Finley, U.S.A,, 
who is now in Washington making a detailed report to 
the President and Secretary of War on the conditions 
of these uncivilized races. A special form of government 
has been provided for the Moros because of their isola- 
tion and the fact that they have remained in a wild 
state, under forms of religious control that made their 
assimilation by Christian people very difficult. 

The Moros are united under the faith of Islam and 
acknowledge the Sultan of Turkey as the head of their 
Church. While obedient to the tenets of Mohammedanism, 
they have manifested a high degree of loyalty to the 
United States, and are possessed of an industrial capacity 
worthy of being carefully fostered and trained in their 
interest and in the interest of our common country. 

The Pagans are segregated from the Moros by the 
forms of religion and by customary laws that are the 
outgrowth of centuries of peculiar isolation. The Pagans 
are nature worshipers, and have resisted with peculiar 
and remarkable fidelity to their faith every effort to 
convert them to Catholicism or Mohammedanism. In 
sturdy defense of the faith of their fathers these children 
of nature have maintained a tribal form of government 
that in various features commanded the respect and 
appreciation of the Americans. ; 

Both of these classes of wild people found in the 
American form of government a degree of religious 
liberty and freedom from persecution that appealed to 
their crude and untrained methods of living, and enabled 
the Army to get in close touch with them and lay the 
foundation for their control in accordance with the 
principles of modern, systematized self-government. They 
welcomed the firmness, strength, fairness and even- 
handed justice of the military, and admired the power 
and leadership of the Army and its striking features of 
pomp, glory and the clash of arms. Dealing out of swift 
justice under impressive forms of qveceiiegs appealed 
to their sense of fair play and brought them into an 
attitude of submission and willingness to censider the 
methods of control Sp oy? by the American Govern- 
ment. The influence of the Army has been of the greatest 
value in directing these non-Christian tribes along the 
paths of peace and prosperity. The Army has been and 
continues to be a restraining, guiding and protecting 
influence that they appreciate and are growing to regard 
as quite indispensable to their progressive freedom and 
industrial uplift. 

Major Finley began his constructive work among the 





non-Christian tribes in 1902, following immediately the - 


military expeditions against the Lake Lanao Moros and 
the opening of this wonderful country to the humane 
and enlightened control of the American Government. 
Contact with the Army, through its efforts to open the 
interior of the great island of Mindanao, brought the 
Americans face to face with the problems of Moham- 
medan control. In the latter part of 1900 the Army 
had touched the warlike Joloemos in the Sulu Archi- 
pelago, but only in a very gingerly fashion through the 
instrumentality of the Bates Agreement with the Sultan 
of Sulu. These contacts prepared the way for the more 
formal and definite control of the non-Christian tribes 
under American rule. In August, 1903, General Wood 
entered upon his masterly control of the southern islands 
and laid the foundation for a successful government of 
the wild people. He also established a form of self- 
government for the Christian inhabitants of these islands 
and brought them into proper relations with the non- 
Christian natives. Following the evacuation and abandon- 
ment of the country in 1899-1900 by the Spanish there 
existed an interim of bloodshed and rapine that destroyed 
all forms of government and arrayed the non-Christian 
against the Christian with most destructive results. But 
for the prompt intervention of the American troops the 
Christians would have been exterminated or driven out 
of the country. 

During October and November, 1903, Governor Finley 
called two conventions of Moros at Zamboanga, and at 
these meetings, covering several days each, placed before 
the non-Christians in simple. form the change of govern- 
ment from Spanish to American control. 
American acquisition through conquest, treaty and pur- 
chase, and the American form of control through freedom 
of speech, education, freedom of religious convictions 
and the full enjoyment of the inalienable rights of man 
as defined in the American Bill of Rights (Constitution) 
and accepted by the Christian nations of the earth. The 
mighty principles of representative government as de- 
elared and maintained by the Wars of the Revolution 
and the Rebellion were set forth in detail to show these 
Orientals that their new rulers had qualified in the duties 
and responsibilities of government; that these new 
white-skinned brothers of the Occident had experiences 
of the most varied sort in dealing with the problems 
incident to the direction and control of many kinds of 
people; that the Americans had solved the problem of 
slavery, had cut the gordian knot of state re igion, and 
had lighted the way for universal intelligence; that 
American control meant the full enjoyment of the rights 
of life and property, and every encouragement and pro- 
tection to the pursuit of peace, happiness and prosperity. 

The non-Christians were profoundly impressed by 
these assurances, and indulged in the most heartfelt 
expressions of gratitude and appreciation of the confi- 
dence and good-will manifested toward them in these 
meetings. Governor Finley considered it of prime im- 
portance to start right with these people and grant them 
at the beginning their bounden privilege to know the 
cause and object of American occupation and American 
control of their destinies. It was a critical time for 
the wavering action of a half million of souls suddenly 
dashed against the startling novelties of Western civiliza- 
tion from the conservative and closely veiled Orientalism 
of the East. An evidence of power and fair play at the 
start has been productive of the most promising results 
wh me regeneration of these strange but very interesting 
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THE ARMY HORSE. . 


The galloping horse, the thoroughbred, has been 
developed by careful breeding and by racing trials over 
a period of more than 150 years. The result is to-day a 
horse of quality and substance, superior in certain re- 
spects to any equine animal that has ever existed. The 
Arabs and other Eastern horses are the progenitors of 
the present thoroughbreds, but as the latter have been 
a continual improvement in speed and strength on the 
former it would not now be wise to consider the Eastern 
horses as suitable sires for the class of horses required 
by the Army. Few people recognize the fact that the 
average cavalry horse must be up to carrying 287 pounds, 
assuming that the man alone weighs 150 pounds. All 
the light-weight horses, such as standard breds, saddle 
preds, Morgans, and even coach horses, owe much of 
their superiority to the thoroughbred blood of their 
ancestors. ‘The best type of the thoroughbreds would 
make cavalry horses, but to secure such in large quanti- 


ties is not possible. For ame Ultimus of Mr. Keene 
is 15% hands ban and weighs 1,240 pounds. He is 
wonderfully muscled, and is in all respects admirably 
adapted for weight carrying over rough ground for con- 
siderable distances at a fast pace. Among the colts at 
“Castleton,” Lexington, Ky., were some that weighed 
1,00 pounds at sixteen months of age. One of these 
superbly bred colts weighed 1,040 pounds at that age. 

Mr. Thomas Hitchcock has two thoroughbred colts 
which at three P eo of age weighed 1,075 pounds and 
hunted the stiff Meadowbrook country, carrying con- 
siderable weight over the high fences of that section. 
These same colts made an excellent showing at the 
Madison Square Garden in the five-foot jumping classes. 
Tiey have fine loins, quarters and shoulders, also large 
bones and flat legs, and are extremely level-headed. 

These cases are cited to show that the good thorough- 
breds (not the weeds) have all the qualifications re- 
quired for cavalry purposes—weight carrying capacity, 
speed and endurance. The prepotency of that blood 
(.bove that of all other) and the peculiar fitness of the 
bieed for Army ends make such animals highly desirable 
for sire purposes. Mated with good sized farm mares 
the results should be fair to good Cavalry remounts; 
mated with the heaviest farm mares the results should 
be fair to good Artillery remounts. 

It is not intended to suggest that only by such means 
can we get desired results, but it is believed that there 
is no other way that would give such quick and con- 
sistent results. Good Cavalry horses should have at least 
one-half of their blood strains from galloping stock 
(thoroughbreds). 

That is fundamental. For Horse Artillery the same 
requirements would be wise. : 

The following letter recently written by Major Gen. 
Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, tersely sets forth his views 
regarding this subject: 

Dear Sir: Replying to your communication regarding the 
most suitable horse for cavalry purposes and the best way of 
breeding such animals, I beg to state that the primary con- 
sideration in the cavalry horse is the capacity to carry con- 
siderable weight over rough country for a long period and 
oftentimes at a rapid pace. 

The first condition eliminates a very light horse; the second 
and third require ia and endurance, and the fourth 
necessitates some speed. It is clear that certain types must 
be wholly eliminated and that suitable animals are to be 
found now in large numbers in very few localities in our 
country. This fact causes this department to take the keenest 


interest in the subject of breeding service horses. The tem- 


perament of these animals is hardly less important than 


. either of the essential attributes suggested above. 


The principally recognized breeds of this country—standard, 
Morgan, Hackney, saddle—as is well known, are largely in- 
debted to thoroughbred ancestry for some of their most note- 
worthy traits. This fact helps to confirm the opinion that 
good, big graded horses, almost regardless of predominating 
strains, when crossed with selected thoroughbred stallions 
should produce fairly good cavalry horses. Probably the 
highest type of a charger would result from crossing a large 
thoroughbred mare, of excellent temperament and of big bone 
and muscle, with a stallion of similar qualifications. The 
Government cannot expect to sécure such progeny as that 
would assure in sufficient numbers. The type of sire, how- 
ever, crossed with good graded mares should give satisfactory 
mounts, and in general horses of much farm usefulness. f 
that policy of brternng | were adopted by the farmers in the 
course of @ few years the Government would be able to secure 
enough young horses of a proper type to satisfy its peace 
requirements.

Suitable mount (charger) as published in General Orders 
No. 125, War Department, 1908, is hereby interpreted to 
mean a horse with a minimum height of 15 hands, 2 inches, 
and with a minimum weight of 1,000 pounds. The horse 
should be of good appearance and of suc breeding and sub- 
stance as will enable him to carry his owner over jumps of 
reasonable stiffness, including hurdles, ditches, fences and 
other obstacles simulating those which ordinarily would be 
met in going cross country. |. si? . 

Thanking you for your patriotic interest in improving the 
horse of the country, I am, * * * 

In general, the ideal hunter, when properly schooled 
for military purposes, should make a superior charger. 
Such a horse would fully satisfy all purely military 


requirements and would be good in the show ring, in 


‘ the hunting field, at steeplechasing and possibly at flat 


racing. In a few words, the officer’s charger should be 
of henhee type, not less than half thoroughbred, 1,100 
pounds or more in weight, about sixteen hands hi h (for 
officer of average height), and, above all, level- eaded. 
Under our new system of remount parts in charge 
of skilled officers, who have time to carefully select young 
horses, the Service is getting better mounts than at any 
time within my knowledge; but the horses_we are getting 
ere still far from what they should be. If most of our 
valuable studs be shipped abroad it is clear that instead 
cf an improvement there will be a retrogression during 
the coming years. ‘That is the phase of the question 
which s eciall causes anxiety to the War Department. 
The ar Department is keenly interested in the 
proposition of the Agricultural Department to have the 
Congress enact.a law whereby valuable sires may be 
placed throughout the country in suitable districts. By 
this means farmers and. breeders will be able to secure 
tue services of valuable animals at most reasonable rates, 
and there will be produced over the country young horses 
valuable for remounts. This policy is simply carrying 
cut what has been recognized in practically all old coun- 
tries as a business measure and a necessity. Circulars 
178 and 186 of the Department of Agriculture set forth 
ihe proposed plan. These circulars are, respectively, by 
4‘. D. Melvin and George M. Rommel, of the Bureau of 
Animal Industry, and contain information most valuable 
to all who are interested in this subject. : 
It is hardly worth while here to contrast the relative 
efliciency of two mounted commands of equal personnel 
but of unequal mounts. Other things being equal or 
nearly so, the cavalry that has the superior mounts (at 
the same time the conveyance and principal weapon) 
will easily win out. ‘ 
If catetal selections were made of both sires and dams 
of thoroughbred animals as regards substance, size, blood 





lines and temperament, leaving wholly aside the racing 
question, it is believed that within a reasonably few 
enerations a horse highly useful for practically all 
avalry ends would result. It would also be an animal 
of general utility purposes. This does not ore the 
fact that the actual superiority of the thoroughbred has 
been effected by racing, and consequently by eliminating 
those specimens that were weak from any whatever cause, 
internal or external, 

It is an unfortunate fact that the estimate of the 
Frei iggy! by many of our officers has been made 
from the off-casts of the race track, the weeds that often 
had neither good conformation nor sufficient substance, 
and possibly were too nervous to support training. 

Cavalry work of the future will more than ever uire 
long, hard service, and at times very fast going. Id- 
blooded horses are not up to the latter. at is said 
of the Cavalry horse in a large measure applies to that 
of the Artillery. 

There is a mistaken idea prevalent among officers of 
Cavalry that the big, fine hunter types in the hunting 
field and in the show ring were primarily expensive 
animals. This, as a rule, is not the case, as may be 
ascertained by actual facts in connection with such 
horses as Taconite, David Gray, Overall and many others 
that can be named. 

Tf officers will purchase big, well formed, young horses, 
not less than half bred, they have within their capacity 
the making of $1,500 hunters, and if they be specially 
well trained at the jumps they will have precisely such 
horses as now seem impossible to many of them. 

It will be extremely unfortunate for the Service if the 
officer sets as a standard for his charger the limitations 
of the average horse of the command he is leading or 
serving with. Following the principle embodied in that 
idea, the standard for officers’ uniforms, equipment and 
mental preparation should be radically changed. An 
officer may, and will often be required, to do some 
specially difficult and arduous piece of riding that would 
probably never be confided to an enlisted man. 

_Above all, an officer’s position and rank demand that 
his mount be larger and more sightly than that of an 
enlisted man. That accords with all other elements of 
his surroundings. 

The following statement has been publicly expressed 
by the Chief of Staff, who was voicing the views of the 
Secretary of War: . 

‘*Probably the highest type of a war horse would result 
from crossing a large thoroughbred of inherited excellent 
temperament and of ig bone and muscle with a stallion of 
similar qualifications. f course that is the ideal—the stand- 
ard that would be set, but which, unfortunately, can probably 
rarely be reached. The crossing of the thoreaghared (either 
way) just described with any of the breeds just enumerated 
would also give us fine mounts far in advance of what we now 
secure, : 

In the service test for chargers at and near Benning 
May 18 the horses that won first, second and third places 
were each carrying more than two hundred pounds and 
each was about sixteen hands one inch high and weighed 
between 1,125 and 1,200 pounds. The horse that came 
out first is practically a thoroughbred, the second horse 
is out of a saddle bred mare sired by a thoroughbred, 
and the third horse is about three-quarters thoroughbred. 

In speaking of this test the Secretary of War*, who 
was one of the patrol judges, stated: 

‘*As a test, the ride was invaluable, and a notable success. 
As a race, it furnished good sport. The test brought out the 
best in horses and men. It was something of an experiment. 
Such a test has never been held here before. Every horse 
was in condition to do better at the finish. The test de- 
veloped that big, strong, and well-bred animals are the horses 
best suited for Army use.’’ 

The above represents the views and policy of the War 
Department.

FOREIGN METHODS OF ELIMINATION. 


Speaking of foreign methods Capt. Roy C. Smith, 
U.S.N., said of the Germans in his hearing before the 
House Naval Committee: “Their method of getting rid 
of the surplus in the higher grades is precisely similar 
to the method obtaining in our Service, except that I 
don’t think they do it through the medium of an annual 
board, as we do. As I understand it, an officer in the 
German navy simply gets a letter from the Admiralty, 
which, I believe, is always enclosed in a blue envelope, 
thanking him for his services—and that is about all 
there is to it. From that time on he is on the retired 
list. There is no ‘plucking board.’ This is done simply 
by the authorities of the Admiralty. In Germany those 
who are considered by the Admiralty to be the least 
efficient get the blue envelope, and they simply disappear ; 
in the English service they promote those they want to 
promote by selection, and if a man in any grade where 
he may be serving reaches a certain age, forty-five as a 
lieutenant, fifty as a commander, fifty-five as a captain 
and sixty as a rear admiral, if they reach those ages 
without being promoted to the next higher grade they go 
on the retired list.” 

Mr. Roberts: “Do they have such a limit for the 
lower grades?” , 

Captain Smith: “No, sir; not below the grade of lieu- 
tenant. ‘The English also have an elimination feature. 
In this way, if an officer has been promoted to any grade 
through selection in the earlier part of his career and 
has gotten up to be commander or captain and they 
decide they do not want his services any longer they 
simply don’t give him yf employment, and if he is not 
employed for a certain length of time—something like 
three or three and a half years—he automatically goes 
on the retired list. ’ 

“There is one of the best officers of our Service who 
was recently naval attaché at Paris. It is not desirable 
to have a naval attaché serve for a very brief term, so 
the normal time is. about three years, and sometimes 
longer. Well, this officer came to the top of his grade 
very soon after he had been detached from that duty 
and he had had no sea service at all in that grade. The 
examining board held up his case for a while, not want- 
ing to recommend him for promotion because he had had 
no sea service as a commander; but he was one of the 
best officers we have and it would have been ridiculous 
not to promote him on that account, and so he was 
promoted anyway. I believe the solution of the question 
may be found in this: Arrange the number of ships and 
the number of officers so the average will be right, and 
you gentlemen can do that, and then if in any individual 
case the officer has not had the right amount of sea 
service it is either his own fault or it is not; if it is, 
the plucking board will get him.” : 

Asked as to the usefulness of naval attachés, Captain 
Smith said: “My experience was that what I was able 
to get in the way of naval secrets never amounted to 
very much, and I did not make any exertions in that 
direction. But in my opinion the most important pa 
is having an observer on the spot to become acquain 





with their prominent officers and observe their habit of 
thought and habit of mind and to see what they were 
doing in the visible facts that lay right in front of you. 
I think an officer should be able to go over there aad by 
conducting himself in a perfectly frank and open manner, 
without any spying of any sort on any of the foreign 
nations, be able to observe the things before him and 
render reports that would prove of a great deal of value 
to his Government.”

SENATE DEBATES ARMY BILL. 


In the debate on the Army Appropriation bill confer- 
ence report in the Senate on June 10 Mr. du Pont said 
that after many conferences an agreement had been 
reached by the conferees on every point in dispute, and 
represented the give-and-take principle involved in such 
conference reports; it seemed to him that so far as the 
Senate was concerned the best obtainable terms had been 
obtained. Mr. Lodge thought that general legislation 
should not be yoked with appropriation bills this year. 
Matters are made worse, in his opinion, when legislation 
is stricken out in March and then reconstructed in con- 
ference and brought to the Senate when it can neither 
modify nor amend it in any way whatsoever. He be- 
lieved the provision changing the tenure of the Chief of 


Staff was new legislation, but Senator Warren inter- 
rupted to say that such was not the view of the Chief 
of Staff himself, The paineity in the House had insisted 
upon its right to attach new legislation to appropriation 
bills, and there was nothing for the Senate conferees to 
do but to coincide in that view, else appropriations 
would be held up; it was the case of making the best 
of it. Mr. Warren, to show the legislation was not new. 
quoted from a statement of the Chief of Staff on the bill 
as it came from the House in which he opposed the 
pm ay of the tenure of the Chief of Staff to four 

A long discussion ensued as to whether the bill would 
prevent Colonel Goethals from becoming Chief of Staff. 
Mr. Lodge and Mr. Root contended it would, and Mr. 
Warren and.Mr. du Pont held it would not any more 
than the present law prevents him from reaching that 
office except as he is made a general officer by Presi- 
dential appointment to fill a vacancy. . When Mr. du 
Pont expressed a doubt whether Colonel Goethals as an 
engineer would desire the position, Senator Lodge said 
that his desires had nothing to do with the case; he 
stood upon the broad proposition that it is wrong to pass 
legislation by which any man who has risen by merit 
in Baas Arey ap ag a ena and attained to the

When Mr. Lodge said he could not see in what way 
the present situation in the Army demanded any such 
radical legislation Mr. Warren made. this explanation : 

We have had for some years as the two ranking major 
generals of the Army men who came from the Medical 
Corps—able men, both of them, but without extended 
service in the line. We might have a few months hence 
another man from the Medical Corps or we might have 
a Paymaster General selected as Chief of Staff. It 
seemed to me that the Secretary of War, a civilian, 
would need as an adviser a man acquainted with the 
duties, performances and responsibilities of the line of 
the Army, for it is the line that does the fighting. There 
has sometimes been a tendency, Mr. President, to pretty 
much obliterate the line of the Army. In fact, the 
brigadier generals and the ye generals appointed for 
some years back have been largely from officers who 
were here in Washington under the eye of the President, 
Secretary of War and Chief of Staff, and I presume it 
will go on that way to the disadvantage of the men who 
are in the line of the Army who are away from Wash- 
ington, and consequently not under observation. It did

Mr. ge: “I do not think that there is any prob- 
ability or any danger. that the Paymaster General or 
the head of the Medical Corps will be made Chief of 
Staff. The officers who have been made Chiefs of Staff 
who have formerly been doctors were both subsequently 
in the line, and one of them has served with great dis- 
tinction as a volunteer soldier in the Army. This pro- 
vision excludes General Funston, who was a distinguished 
Volunteer officer of great gallantry in the war with 
Spain and also in the Philippines. He never served ten 
years as a commissioned officer of the line under the rank 
of brigadier general.” 

_ Mr. Warren: “No Senator can exceed me in admira- 
tion of General Funston. General Funston does not 
know the line of the Army, however, as do some other 
officers. I should be very glad to approve a resolution, 
if General Funston was desired as Chief of Staff by the 
President, to make an exception in his case; but it does 
not follow that the office of Chief of Staff ought to be 
filled continually from those officers who are here in 
Washington instead of being in the field. Exceptions 
could be handled for others, including General Wood, but 
the general principle I believe a good one.” 

Mr. Lodge: “Mr. President, that shows the readiness 
to give it to General Funston, and shows, I suppose, 
what is charged generally, that this provision is aimed 
at General Wood. Why should he also not be excepted? 
He is a distinguished Volunteer officer.” 

_ Mr. Warren: “The Senator, I hope, will not venture 
into personal matters. General Wood’s time expires on 
the 4th or the 5th day of March. This peovislen will 
not take effect until after that. It is true, as the Senator 
says, if General Wood was afterward desired his case 
could be handled singly, of course. This does not affect 
his premes Seae tere 

r. du Pont then explained that the conferees - 
cluded the new legislation good because the Chief of 

Staff, being military adviser of the President and Secre- 
tary of War, should have experience and knowledge of 
military details, and usually they can be acquired only 
by actual service with troops extending over a period of 
years. Furthermore, under the existing law the Presi- 
dent, with the consent of the Senate, could appoint a 
civilian as Chief of Staff after having appointed him a 
general of the line of the Army. By this provision such 
a man might be made a general of the line, but he could 
not be made Chief of Staff. Mr. Lodge said he believed 
the explanation only put the matter in a worse light, 
for the proposed legislation was an act of exclusion 
against certain officers and against certain ¢ 
officers, both now and in the future. 

Senator Lodge then passed to a consideration of the 
appropriation for certain Army posts that the House 
ordered should not be expended for a certain number of 
Army posts. Mr. Smith, of Georgia, wanted to know 
whether it was not better to have a report on the 
to be abandoned from the Secretary of - War’ and the 
Chief of Staff than from a board of retired Army officers, 
who will not have anything to do under it. Senator 
Warren said this looked plausible at first glance, but

was not so on analysis, as the point of view of the 
different Secretaries of War and Chiefs of Staff were 
always different. He said the Senate had followed the 
advice of the preceding Chief of Staff in raising the 
Army to a certain standard of pay, yet his successor, 
the present Chief of Staff, had views directly contrary. 
Mr. Smith thought that the views of the line officers in 
active service would be better than those of the retired 
officers, who had served under the old régime of scattered 
posts and would probably adhere to it. He understood 
that the present officers favor the concentration of troops. 

Mr. Warren: “A few do, acting, probably, under in- 
structions from head centers; but as against them the 
files are full of the views of officers who are against it. 
A very small proportion adopt the present views. There 
is no objection to the abandonment of useless posts, but 
to take one-half of the United States, and with one fell 
swoop take the flag of the United States out of it entirel 
and leave the Militia there with no troops with whic 
to co-operate and with which to go into these great 
meetings, raises a question into which I think the 
Senators and Members of the House have a right to 
examine and upon which to express their views. This 
commission of retired officers cannot legislate on the 
question of abandoning posts. It is simply asked as to 
an opinion on matters about which its members can 
have no personal interest, because they have passed 
through the time of life when they may be influenced 
by their superior officers or outside influences.” 

Mr. Lodge, passing to the consolidation of the Quarter- 
master’s and the Commissary Departments, said that 
there are three or four officers in the Commissary De- 
partment who, when the consolidation takes place, under 
this bill will be put behind the officers added a year or 
two ago to the Qeortermaster's Department, instead of 
being placed in the new consolidated department in the 
regular line of promotion according to their present 
standing in the Army. One of these officers, whom he 
happened to know, called his attention to it. This officer 
served in the war with Spain, was wounded in Cuba, 
served later in the Philippines, and has served faithfully 
and well ever since. He is. now in the Commissary 
Department. If this consolidation takes place on its 
present terms he will have men put over his head for 
promotion—many numbers—who did not enter the Army 
until six or seven years ago. 

Mr. Warren said the exact language of the Commissary 
General on the hearings covering the point had been 
introduced in conference. 

Mr. Lodge said that the Commissary General had told 
him that his suggestion had not been acted on, but he 
would not insist upon the point, as he did not care to 
get the General into a controversy. Mr. Lodge said that 
his own contention was that if the corps are to be con- 
solidated, to which he made no objection, the officers 
who have been there the greater length of service should 
not arbitrarily be put back. He cited the case of one 
officer who would be promoted on Sept. 5 next, but 
under the proposed bill he would not be promoted till 
1917. That bears hard upon a young officer, and he 
believed that if he had had a chance to present such 
and other cases of injustice to the Senate some modifica- 
tions of the bill would have been made by that body. 
As it was, he was utterly powerless to do anything on 
account of the action of the conferees. He hoped the 
bill would be sent back to conference, that such an in- 
justice might be eliminated, but Mr. Warren asked what 
would be the wisdom in sending back the bill when the 
greater question of the maintenance of four or five regi- 
ments of Cavalry was involved. It was better to save 
the Cavalry by allowing the conference report to stand. 
Mr. Lodge retorted that the Senate had heard a great 
deal about the Cavalry regiments, but he did not believe 
if the bill was sent back to conference the House would 
dare to take the responsibility of cutting down the 
Cavalry in the face of the situation in Mexico and Cuba, 
and for his part he was not in the least afraid of losing 
the Cavalry regiments. 


THE GENERAL STAFF AND GENERAL WOOD. 


Mr. Root in rising to speak on the bill said he would 
vote against the adoption of the report of the conferees, 
his objection being chiefly to the provision affecting the 
Chief of Staff. To him it seemed the price which the 
Senate was called upon to pay for peace, for agreements 
on all other matters of difference. He believed the 
compromise on four years for the enlistment period was 
a fair compromise, though he himself was in favor of 
three. He passed over also the provision as to the Army 
posts as being a matter of compromise, but the sacrificing 
of the officer who is now the head of the General Staff 
he could not pass over. To limit the appointment of 
the Chief of Staff is radically wrong. As he read the 
provision it seems to apply in time of war as well as in 
peace. Whether war was included or not, said Mr. Root, 
the provision was bad in time of peace, as well as in war. 

Mr. Warren said: “I have been a consistent and con- 
stant supporter of the General Staff as far as I could 
be when they were performing the duties that fell to 
them by law. We have been besieged at both ends of 
the Capitol and by different Congresses to repeal the 
General Staff law. There has been on the part of older 
Senators a great deal of opposition to it. I have said 
it is time enough to abandon it after we had tried it out 
thoroughly. I am not prepared to abandon it now; but 
if the Chief of Staff and Staff Corps are to be placed as 
a juggernaut, to run over everybody else; if the Chief of 
Staff and the Staff Corps are to be placed where the 
Army is delivered helpless and handcuffed into their 
hands, I shall feel as if we ought to try to amend the 
law. Quite generally the Staff has performed only its 
proper duties, but I also believe it has assumed duties 
never intended it should perform.” 

Mr. Root: “The object of the General Staff is not 
that it shall be an administrative bureau. We should 
have a General Staff. whose business it should be to at- 
tend to the little chicken feed of the movement of offi- 
cers here and there and viséing of routine papers, but 
who should be charged with the duty of studying and 
collecting information. of making plans, of considering 
how the Army should be organized, how the general 
problems of administration should be worked out, and 
how it should be put into effective operation when occa- 
sion arises. The proposed legislation looks in directly 
the contrary way. It makes necessary as a qualification 
for the Chief of Staff the possession of those very quali- 
ties which are the least important for the Chief of Staff.” 

Mr. Warren: “Does the Senator think the brains of 
= Army rest with the Staff Corps and not with the 
ine? 

Mr. Root: “I think the brains of the Army rest some- 
times in the staff, sometimes in the line, sometimes in 
the men who have served ten years with troops, and 
sometimes with men who have not. I think it is of the 
highest importance that the President of the United 
States shall not be fettered and confined in his choice 
by any arbitrary rule like this.” 

Mr. du Pont asked whether the duties of the Chief 
of Staff do not require the experience and the qualities 
— are determined by long professional service in the 

eld ? 

Mr. Root: “What is necessary for the effective exer- 
cise of the supervision vested in the Chief of Staff is that 


we shall have a man of brains, a man of force, a big 
man and not a little man, who can see that the great 
machinery works smoothly and all the different parts 
are correlated and regulated. We are now proposing to 
say by this legislation that the flower of the West Point 
education, that the first fruits of our military education 
shall be forever excluded from tion to the most im- 
portant and responsible position in the American Army. 
We are to say that the man who has shown the greatest 
executive capacity of any American in our generation, 
Colonel Goethals, who is bringing credit upon all Ameri- 
cans at Panama, shall be ineligible for that place.” 

Mr. Warren: “I do not believe that Colonel Goethals 
desires that kind of a special place. Colonel Goethals 
is more liable to be nominated President of the United 
States than he is to want to be Chief of Staff, and I am 
not certain but that I am one of those who would like 
to see him in that place. Higher places than that of a 
Chief of Staff are awaiting him. Unless I mistake the 
feeling of the American people he can be made Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the Army to-morrow, or he can be 
put at the head of the Corps of Engineers, which, in my 
judgment, is a much higher place than that of Chief of 
Staff. The Chief of Staff should be an all-around officer, 
not one who has spent his entire service in engineering, 
in medicine or in the Paymaster General’s office. e 
ought to possess some acute knowledge of the ways and 
by-ways of the Army in the field, the fighting force.” 

When Mr. Root reverted to Sheridan, Lee, McClellan, 
Schofield, Meade and a dozen others whom, he believed, 
the proposed legislation would have made ineligible for 
Chief of Staff, Senator du Pont and Senator Warren 
both challenged the accuracy of the statement, and Mr. 
Root said he had simply read from a list supplied to 
him by the War Department. Mr. du Pont was sure 
General Schofield could not have been excluded as he 
“was an Artillery officer for a great many years.” 

Mr. Root said: “Why is it proposed, when all of us 
know, Mr. President, that it arose from personal con- 
siderations and that you might as well adopt a _ pro- 
vision saying that after March 5 no man whose initials 
are ‘L..W.’ should ever be detailed as Chief of Staff?’ 
Mr. Warren took exception to this inference of Mr. Root. 
He asserted that in none of the meetings of the con- 
ferees had anything been said which could have given 
offense to the officer whose initials Mr. Root had given. 
“There was no feeling shown in the conferences and the 
differences that had occurred heretofore were not con- 
sidered in the adoption of the report.” 

Senator Williams, of Mississippi, confessed to having 
some doubt about the part of the report referring to the 
Chief of Staff. He said: “If I thought this clause of 
the conference report—Sec. 5—was a blow aimed at 
Gen. Leonard Wood—and there is no reason why his 
name should not be mentioned, if gentlemen have it in 
their minds—I for one would not strike the blow. If 
think the man is pretty nearly a genius. I think he is 
a man with an immense lot of brain, and that he is very 
well fitted for just exactly the sort of work he is aving 
right now.” 

Mr. Williams knew of only one campaign won by a 
staff and that was the Franco-Prussian War in 1870 
when the chief of staff was also the commander-in- 
chief. In the Civil War the generals on both sides 
would have been a great deal better off if their staffs at 
Washington and Richmond had let them alone. 

Mr. Hitchcock, of Nebraska, as a member of the Mili- 
tary Committee, had no particularly partisan feeling for 
General Wood, but he deemed it a misuse of legislation, 
especially by a conference committee, to single out an 
officer of the Army and disqualify him from further con- 
tinuance in his office or for reappointment to his office. 
The committee had also in his opinion assumed executive 
functions in appointing a board of retired officers to con- 
stitute part of the commission to pass upon the question 
of abandoning Army posts. He also objected to making 
a major general of the first head of the consolidated de- 
partment when his successor is to be only a brigadier 
general. It looked to him like a deliberate “attempt to 
legislate for a particular officer of the Army.” Mr. War- 
ren took sharp exception to this, saying that he had no 
idea whom the President intended to appoint. The Sen- 
ate, he explained, had demanded that the head of the 
department should be a brigadier only. ‘The House 
stood for a major general as the permanent head. As a 
compromise they hit upon the idea of having the first 
head, who would have all the hard work of consolidating 
to do, a major general and his successor a brigadier. 
He said he “had been around a great deal among the 
Senators and had heard no allusion to any particular 
individual.” 

The conference report was then accepted by the Sen- 
ate by a vote of 27 yeas to 24 nays, with 43 Senators 
absent.

RUSSIA IN THE FAR EAST. 


The Oriental Review publishes a translation from the 
Gaiko Jiho, Tokio, of an article on Russia’s military 
preparedness by a Japanese staff officer, who says: 

“Determination, thoroughness and despatch marked 
the Russian work of reorganizing and replenishing her 
military strength after her defeat in the Manchurian 
campaign. This work was completed in 1910. Among 
the many military reforms carried out by Russia during 
this period are the promulgation of a new conscription 
law, a centralization of the military administration and 
the improvement of the personnel of the troops through 
a new system of education. The strength of the Russian 
army (exclusive of fort and frontier garrisons) was 
brought up to 1,030,000 on a peace footing and to 
2,500,000 on a war footing with only the first reserve 
called out. The latter figures include: 

“TInfantry—1.266 battalions. 1.842 battalions. 

“Cavalry—782 squadrons, 1.395 squadrons. 

“Artillery—646 batteries, 997 batteries. 

“Engineers—275 companies, 521 companies. 

“Tt must be said to the credit of the Russian authori- 
ties that the reorganization has been both fundamental 
and bold. When the conscription law was first promul- 
gated in 1894 Russia enrolled 145,000 recruits from a 
total of 750.000 eligible youths: in 1892, 290,000 recruits 
out of 740,000, and in 1904, 450,000 out of 1,170.000, 
each year, and at present has more than 6.000.000 trained 
soldiers with the colors or in the reserve. Russia had 
sixteen army corps at the time of the Russo-Turkish 
war, thirtv corps at the time of the war with Japan, 
and has thirty-seven army corps at present. Taking 
the field army and Cossacks alone, she has 1,030.000 
troops on a peace footing, 1.700,000 on a war footing, 
2.500.000 if the first reserves are called out, and 
8,200.000 when the second reserves are added. The 
lessons of the Manchurian campaign have resulted in 
the adding of new strength to the Russian army; and 
the desire of Russia to vain an open seaport will remain 
unchanged so long as Russian geography remains as it 
is. True, there is at present a peaceful lull in Western 





Russia as well as in the Far East; but one may hardly 
miss the significance of the great increase of the Russian 
military strength, directed not to Western Europe, but 
toward the Far East.” 





NEW AUTOMATIC MILITARY RIFLE. 


A new automatic self-loading Infantry rifle, invented 
by Mr. Franklin hk. Young, of Boston, has been examined 
by a board of ordnance experts of the Army, who think 
so highly of it that Col. S. E. Blunt has approved a 
recommendation that the U.S. armory at Springfield be 
authorized to construct rifles on this model. That board 
made one suggestion as to a slight change. That has 
been carried out by the inventor and the perfected 
weapon has been sent to Washington for the action of 
the War Department. The Boston Globe, describing 
this new rifle, says, in part: 

_ “The inventor claims it is the only automatic military 
rifle conforming in all respects to the requirements of 
the War Department. Its features are, briefly, that the 
barrel is set immovably into the frame, the bolt is locked. 
into the rear of the barrel, the loading mechanism is 
operated by the standard ammunition in use in the Nerv- 
ice, it is the only automatic rifle to have single-shit 
action, it takes nothing from the perfections of tie 
present military rifle,.but adds the automatic firing 
feature. 

“This automatic feature can be applied to sporting 
rifles, pistols, machine guns and light field guns for the 
Artillery. Such a machine gun would weigh fifty-five 
pounds complete and would have a firing capacity of 
sixteen shots per second or 960 shots per minute. Ap- 
plied to field guns, their weight would be reduced to 
two-fifths their present bulk, and guns using an eight- 
pound projectile would have a firing capacity of 120 
shots per minute. 

“The new rifle invented by Mr. Young possesses the 
qualities of automatic reloading, the ejecting of the old 
cartridge, and the breech bolt is securely focked until 
the bullet has left the bore. .In case of misfire cr 
jamming the chamber is more easily freed than in the 
present service rifle. 

“The new weapon weighs only 10 pounds 2 ounces; 
its parts are interchangeable and readily replaced, an: 
the present service rifle can be quickly and inexpensively 
converted into automatics of this model, it is claimed. 
The official report to Brig. Gen. William Crozier, Chief 
of Ordnance, U.S.A., states that it will be ‘serviceable, 
endurable and efficient.’ 

“The rifle is so constructed that each shot is controlled 
by the will of the user, or, in other words, it fires only 
one shot at the pull of the trigger, but the speed of 
operation is normally equal to that of the machine gun, 
the inventor claims. 

“This rapidity of fire, while desirable, is by no means 
the chief value of the automatic rifle. Its chief advan- 
tage lies in the relief from fatigue afforded the soldier 
through his not having to operate the loading mechanism 
by hand. 

“To illustrate this point it may be said that the In- 
fantry rifle of to-day requires four separate movements 
before the soldier is ready to sight and fire. The labor 
of loading increases as the bolt becomes heated and 
fouled. In other words, if the soldier fires 400 shots 
he makes 1,600 movements of his hand, excluding the 
pulling of the trigger. With the new rifle Mr. Young 
has invented the 1, movements are reduced to zero. 

“Another vital defect in other automatic rifles is the 
fact that in reloading all fresh cartridges are drawn 
direct from the magazine and they cannot be used as 
single-shot weapons unless the bolt is operated by hand. 
In this new rifle the soldier or sportsman is able to 
discharge single cartridges and automatically reload the 
arm after each shot, while the magazine is fully loaded, 
but cut off and held in reserve for emergencies. 

“A distinct feature of Mr. Young’s rifle is in its barrel 
being set immovably into the frame and the bolt locked 
into the rear of the barrel by a ninety degree turn of two 
latteral lugs, and that its loading mechanism is operated 
by standard ammunition in common use. 

“By the use of the new rifle a soldier has always two 
shots available against one of his enemy’s, and he can 
have a third shot by inserting a cartridge by a single 
movement. To fire three shots in return his enemy must 
make eight separate movements, supposing his rifle has 


‘a cartridge in the chamber to start with.”

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We have before commented on the unwillingness of the 
medical fraternity, especially the military surgeons, of 
France to give their approval to anti-typhoid vaccination. 
Now we observe in this country a pronounced tendency 
in the same direction, which is exhibited, as one of many 
instances, by an editorial in the New York Medical 
Journal of May 25 on “The Actual Value of Anti- 
Typhoid Vaccination.” It says “the civil medical pro- 
fession the world over seems to be awaiting conclusive 
facts.” “The exclusion of typhoid from the Texas 
maneuver camps last year may be credited to the same 
wonderful sanitation as in India. and as in other camps 
freed of typhoid in seriously infected territory years ago 
before inoculations were tried. It is a question whether 
there was enough infection to count as a danger in that 
sparsely settled land, where troops have campaigned for 
nearly a century without either typhoid or sanitation. 
Sanitation kept down all other infections, too, though 
the low sick report may have been partly due to the fact 
that the chronics who keep rates up were all left at 
home. Nor was it the season for typhoid, and the camp 
was broken up when it was threatened with disease. 
The bad result at Jacksonville in 1898, with which Lieut. 
Col. J. R. Kean, Med. Corps, U.S.A., compares it. was 
largely due to the fact that the camp was not established 
until the typhoid season began, was in badly infected 
territory, and no sanitation was practiced. If we re- 
member aright, the disease was diminishing when the 
camp was broken up at the end of the typhoid season. 
Sanitation surely prevented typhoid in Texas in the early 
weeks before inoculation was completed, for there are 
always ‘carriers’ present. We cannot accept, therefore, 
the opinion that the value of preventive inoculation has 
been demonstrated. but think it safer to follow Metch- 
nikoff, who ‘is quoted as saying that ‘this chapter of 
human vaccination is still far from. being definitely 
settled.’ Whether it is to be recommended where sanita- 
tion is good remains to be determined, but it seems un- 
necessary. Whether it is to be given to contacts or to 
travelers who are to go to filthy places where typhoid 
is difficult to avoid must he decided in each case and on 
general princinles.” The French Minister of War. how- 
ever. has decided to authorize vaccination as a preventive 
of tvphoid for the troops to be sent to Morocco, and 
especially for the officers and men to be attached to. the 
native troops, with the proviso that the treatment is to 
be optional.

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STONEWALL JACKSON AS A PURITAN. 


One of the most effective of the recent tributes to 
Stonewall Jackson is that by the Rev. Dr. S. Parkes 
Cadman, chaplain of the 23d Regiment, of Brooklyn, 
N.G.N.Y., which appears in the Methodist Quarterly 
Review. Dr. Cadman was born in England and came to 
America in 1890. In the course of this eulogy Dr. Cad- 
man touches upon the influences which dominated the 
South and New England, and especially upon that dis- 
tinction so often drawn between alleged Cavalier ante- 
cedents in the South. “I contravene,” he says, “a 
popular belief when I claim that in the South, and as 
much in Virginia as in Massachusetts, a genuine 
Puritanism has always held sway. It has always been 
asserted that the Old Dominion State, the mother of so 
many noble and famous sons, owes her reputation to the 
predominant blood of the Cavalier. But the proofs of 
this assertion are somewhat scanty, and many of the 
names that adorn her annals can be traced to a more 
prosaic, but not less distinguished, origin. Besides, the 
terms ‘Cavalier’ and ‘Puritan’ have been laid open to 
serious misunderstandings. Social and political animus 
is rife in their careless application, and they have been 
employed sharply to sever men who were brothers at 
the base and who in spite of outward differences dwelt 
in the kingdom of the spirit. There is little perceptible 
difference in essentials between the son of ‘Light-Horse 
Harry’ of the Revolution, whose fathers left England in 
protest against the Stuart tyranny, and John Milton, 
whose voice was raised to impeach that tyranny. Jackson 
had nothing that savored of sympathy with the wild and 
ruffling blades who rode and drank and diced with Prince 
Rupert. He hated with a consuming hatred the loose 
and reckless living which frequently destroyed the re- 
tainers of King Charles. It requires no stretch of 
imagination to conceive the silent scorn with which both 
Lee and Jackson would have viewed such excesses. 
Among the sights in Europe that most impressed Jackson 
he was most deeply attached to the English cathedrals. 
A British officer who visited his headquarters during 
McClellan’s first campaign around Richmond was sur- 
prised by his intimate knowledge of these monuments. 
‘The Englishman expected a discourse on tactics and an 
estimate of the opposing forces; but instead he received 
a lesson in the religious architecture of his native land. 
The stern, weatherbeaten and unpretentious captain, 
whose praises were ringing in every war office of Europe 
was more interested for the nonce in the west front o 
Salisbury than in the movements of the Army of the 
Potomac.” It may also have been that the astute general 
found the cathedrals a very happy way of turning the 
conversation from military channels, and thus avoiding 
the risk of saying anything that might reveal his plans. 
Dr. Cadman, in a recent address to the officers of his 
regiment, suggested a uniform for the chaplains, asking 
plaintively why the chaplains “should be the only black 
crows in the lot,” referring to the sombre garb in which 
the chaplain has to line up with the much gilded staff 
and line officers. However, there are not a few who 
believe that this solemn dress serves a useful paves in 
distinguishing the spiritual guide from the militant offi- 
cers, whom it is hard to discriminate between in these 
days. 
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LESSONS OF NAPOLEON’S CAMPAIGNS. 


The debt the world owes Napoleon for lifting war 
from the condition of stately pageantry to a definite 
science, with the destruction of the enemy’s armed forces 
in the field as the primary object, is strongly brought out 
in “Napoleon’s Campaigns in Italy, 1796-97 and 1800,” 
from the pen of Lieut. Col. R. G. Burton, Indian army. 
“In the Middle Ages and until the advent of Napoleon 
the art of war as exemplified in the campaigns of 
Alexander and Cesar had been neglected or forgotten,” 
says the preface. “War had become a pageant, a stately 
ceremonial, governed by none of those logical principles 
which are based on the foundation of nature and of 
reason. It had degenerated into a series of maneuvers, 
frequently carried out to avoid combat, while lengthy 
sieges and the occupation of towns and territory were 
regarded as the objects of strategy, to the neglect of the 
true and proper object—the destruction of the enemy’s 
armed forces.” Does not this estimate of the effect of 
Bonaparte upon the science of war rather unfairly 
minimize the achievements of that great master of war 
who had just preceded Napoleon and who died in 1786, 
when Napoleon was a lad of seventeen—Frederick the 
Great? Surely, as one contemplates his great battles, 
one can see very little tendency to stately ceremonial or 
much time given to the investment of towns. Pre- 
eminently were the campaigns of Frederick aimed at the 
forces of the enemy in the field; although in the course 
of such operations fortified places had to be taken as in 
Napoleon’s campaigns. Mantua was besieged in the first 
Italian campaign, and Ulm some years later. The study 
of the campaigns of the impetuous Frederick reveals 
little of the stateliness of ceremony except as Frederick 
used it to perfect the discipline of his troops. So master- 
ful were Napoleon’s plans in his first work in Italy that 
“Gf his career had ended at Rivoli, this campaign alone 
would have sufficed to entitle him to deathless fame.” 
It might have entitled him to it, but it is not likely he 
would have obtained it except from the profound students 
of the art of war. Bonaparte’s fame may be a 
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to such dazzling victories as Austerlitz, Marengo and 
others that had spectacular features which appealed to 
the masses of men. 

The strategical conceptions of Napoleon, says the 
author, were due to no inborn genius, no inspiration of 
the moment, which is a lesson ull young officers should 
learn early in their careers. “They were based on the 
immutable principles derived from a close study and 
consideration of military history, which, as Jomini says, 
rightly interpreted is the true school of war. Napoleon 
had no experience of a war at the beginning of the Italian 
campaigns, as experience is commonly understood, but 
he had what is worth more, the experience gathered 
from the wide domain of history and the ability to apply 
it in practice. Indeed, in a lifetime the ordinary soldier 
can have comparatively little personal experience of war, 
and such as he has more bag tends to limit his 
mental horizon and obscure his view of the wider issues 
of military art, unless he has also deeply studied war; 
just as the general who is too near the actual scene of 
conflict in a battle is liable to have his attention dis- 
tracted by minor issues and his breadth of vision 
narrowed by what is taking place before his eyes.” That 
Napereon early realized his own powers is shown by his 
reply to the Directory at Paris, which, jealous of his 
favor with his soldiers, arranged to join Napoleon’s and 
Kellerman’s armies. “I cannot serve willingly with a 
man who believes himself to be the first general in 
Europe,” he wrote, “and, besides, I believe that one 
general is better than two good ones.” This view of the 
necessity of concentration as the secret of strength in 
all things and unity of command as an essential! principle 
in the conduct of the operations of war was an evidence 
of the grasp Napoleon had on the fundamental principles 
of war. The publishers of the book are the Macmillan 
Company, New York. 
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BEALE THE PIONEER. 


In his “Edward Fitzgerald Beale, a Pioneer in the 
Path of Empire,” Stephen Bonsal has outlined the life 
of » man who was a remarkable type we shall never see 
in America again, for the conditions have passed that 
made that type. These conditions were the kind that 
developed the Kit Carsons of the West and Southwest, 
those hardy, enduring men of the plains and frontier 
who could out-endure the Indians themselves in struggles 
with nature. A grandson of the gallant Truxtun, Beale 
was born in the Navy and his early life was passed at 
sea. However, he fought with the Army at Sam Pasqual, 
and when night fell upon that indecisive battlefield, with 
Kit Carson and an anonymous Indian, by a daring jour- 
ney barefooted through a hostile country Beale brought 
to Commodore Stockton in San Diego the news of Gen- 
eral Kearny’s desperate situation that resulted in the 
rescue of the band of starving Americans surrounded 
by the Californians. Beale was a rare combination, says 
the author, both pioneer and empire builder. He was 
beloved by Carson and by Benton, a scout and a Senator, 
and was esteemed by men as widely apart as his life- 
long friend, General Grant, and the Emperor Francis 
Joseph, at whose court Beale represented all that was 
best in his native land. Acknowledgment of assistance 
in the preparation of this interesting biography is given 
to Rear Admiral John H. Upshur, U.S.N., and ar 
Admiral David B. Harmony, both of whom on the re- 
tired list are living in Washington. They were Beale’s 
shipmates, and many of the intimate touches in the 
analysis of his character are due to their reminiscences. 

Beale was the son of Paymr. George Beale, who 
served with distinction under Macdonough in the battle 
of Lake Champlain, and of Emily, the youngest daughter 
of Commodore Truxtun, of the Constellation. It was a 
fist fight when he was a boy that got him into the Navy. 
Young Beale was an intense Jacksonian and was opposed 
by another boy. The two decided to fight it out near the 
southern entrance to the White House grounds. While 
the battle raged and enthusiastic boy spectators were 
encouraging their respective champions a tall man 
appeared on the scene, scattered the boys, and seizing 
Beale by the collar asked what he was fighting for. He 
replied he was fighting for Jackson, while the other boy 
was for Adams. The tall man said he was President 
Jackson himself and ordered the boys to put on their 
coats, saying that he never forgot those who fought for 
him. Several years afterward Beale wanted to enter 
the Navy. His mother took the lad to Jackson and 
made a personal appeal to Old Hickory. The latter, 
who did not remember the lad, was undecided. Finally 
the boy recalled the fight and the President’s promise. 
Forthwith Jackson wrote out the necessary order. 

One of the first appointments made by. Lincoln after 
his inauguration was that of Beale to. the post of sur- 
veyor general of California and Nevada. Beale was very 
active in working up union sentiment, and when the 
draft proclamation arrived from Washington Beale, 
fearing it would have a bad effect upon the wavering 
population and tip the scales of the state in favor of 
secession, upon his own ee pr mang J suppressed it, and 
in a forcible despatch laid before Lincoln the reasons 
which had induced him to take this extraordinary step. 
So great was Lincoln’s confidence in Beale’s judgment 
that he approved and applauded his course. e wrote 
upon the surveyor general’s letter, “Draft suspended in 
California until General Beale shall indicate that the 
times are more auspicious.” 'The volume, which is from 
the press of G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York, has seven- 
teen illustrations, some from old-time lithographs.

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THE CUBAN SITUATION. 


There seems to be nothing very startling in the Cuban ~ 


situation up to the time of going to press, although 
during the week the daily papers with scare heads have 
spoken of so-called “battles” where the correspondents 
bave actually counted six dead insurgents, and sometimes 
none after the terrific fire. There is no official confirma- 
tion that our marines have had any encounter with 
insurgents. Fifty marines on June 7 were sent to 
Siboney and the U.S.S. Eagle landed men at Firmez. 
The U.S.S. Paducah landed fifty marines at El Cobre 
and fifty marines at El Cuero June 6. 

The Prairie went to Manzanillo June 7 with one 
company of marines. The Fourth Division, Atlantic 
Battle Fleet, Rear Admiral Usher commanding, ar- 
rived at Caimanera, Cuba, June 7, from Key West, with 
500 marines aboard, who will form the third battalion 
of the first regiment. The U.S.S. Solace arrived June 7. 
Seven companies of the first regiment that encamped at 
Deer Point have been detached to various plantations 
along the Guantanamo Western Railroad to protect 
American interests. 

The flagship Washington, Rear Admiral Hugo Oster- 
haus, followed by the Rhode Island, left Key West, Fla., 
June 10, for Havana. The U.S. gunboat Nashville 
landed June 11 at Mayari, about five miles south of Nipe 
Bay, a detachment of sixty-five bluejackets with a moun- 
tain gun, for the protection of the Woodfred mines. The 
sailors later will be replaced by marines. 

Because of the success of the rebel operations the 
Province of Oriente has been divided into two districts 
by Col. Lincoln Karmany, U.S.M.C., commanding the 1st 
Provisional Brigade, with headquarters at Fisherman’s 
Point, Guantanamo Bay. ‘The first district, with head- 
quarters at Guantanamo, has been placed under the com- 
mand of Lieut. Col. L. C. Lucas, » and the 
second district, with headquarters at Firmeza, twenty-five 
miles inland from Siboney, is under command of Lieut. 
Col. John A, Lejeune, U.S.M.C. 

The U.S.S. Nashville steamed on June 11 for Felton, 
on the north coast, near Sagua de Tanamo. The Nash- 
ville landed sixty-five bluejackets at Mayari, for the 
protection of the Woodfred mines. 

The gunboat Eagle left Caimanera June 11 for Nipe 
3ay. with marines aboard. ’ 

Rear Admiral Hugo Osterhaus, commander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic Fleet, from Havana, on board the Washing- 
ton, cabled to Washington June 12 that all was quiet in 
Havana. Rear Admiral N. R. Usher, commanding the 
Fourth Division at Guantanamo, reported June 12 that 
conditions in the Guantanamo district were unchanged 
and that there were no disturbances. Rear Admiral 
Usher has assumed command of the marines and blue- 
jackets in the eastern end of the island. 





AVIATION NOTES. 


A machine gun was fired from an aeroplane for the 
first time at College Park, Md., on June 7, in connection 
with the work of the Army Aviation School. The in- 
ventor of the gun is Lieut. Col. Isaac N. Lewis, C.A.C. 
Capt. Charles DeF. Chandler was the marksman, and 
Lieut. T. DeW. Milling the pilot. The rifle weighs about 
twenty-five pounds. It has no water jacket, but has an 
aluminum outer jacket, and is cooled by the force of the 
explosion drawing in air from the rear of the gun, so 
that rapidity of fire does not increase temperature. A 
target of canvas about two feet square was laid on the 
ground. The rifle carries fifty cartridges in a flat circular 
magazine about the size of a soup plate. The firing was 
done when the machine was traveling at a speed of about 
forty miles an hour. The gun can be fired in any direc- 
tion. The firing of Captain Chandler was done at an 
angle of forty degrees. Of the total of thirty-eight shots 
five hit the target and the others landed within a space 
of about fifteen feet, this record being made without any 
sights on the gun. The weapon can be fired at the rate 
of 750 shots a minute. The empty magazine can be 
changed in less than two seconds. The only tool neces- 
sary in the mounting and dismounting of the gun is the 
point of a bullet. It has proved itself a model gun for 
aeroplane work, as it is light of weight, smokeless and 
flameless and without recoil. It is said it may supplant 
the foreign automatic gun hitherto purchased by the War 
Department. Colonel Lewis witnessed the tests at Col- 
lego Park and expressed his satisfaction with the results. 
Some of the experts who saw it in operation said it 
would revolutionize that type of rifle. 

Application has been made to the War Department by 
Brig. Gen. Marion P. Maus for a number of aeroplanes 
for the earrying of messages and sending the same by 
wireless at the maneuvers for five thousand Regular 
troops and of the National Guard of Washington, Oregon 
and Idaho, to be held between Puget Sound and Gray’s 
Harbor, beginning July 20. 

A hydro-aeroplane is to be stationed at Bedloe’s Island 
N.Y. Harbor, and one at Governors Island, and two will 
le used at Washington Barracks. It is planned to have 
lvdro-aeroplanes at all the coast defense stations,

Comdr. W. B. Wells, U.S.N., on Upshur. row, the class 
in a body paid its respects to Capt. J. H. Gibbons, 
U.S.N., Superintendent, and to Commodore R. L. 
Phythian, U.S.N., retired, who was the Superintendent 
when the class entered the Naval Academy. An interest- 
ing feature was a class yell given for President Taft, 
who was on his way to present the diplomas to this 
year’s graduating class.

Marston Niles, of Topsham, Me., formerly lieutenant 
commander in the U.S. Navy and an associate member 
of the American Society of Naval Architects and Marine 
Engineers, appeared June 11 before the Senate committee 
which was appointed to investigate the Titanic disaster 
and explain a system which he has evolved to make a 
steamship absolutely unsinkable. Senator Smith, chair- 
man, and Senator Perkins, also of the committee, were 
impressed by what they heard of Mr. Niles’s system, and 
he was summoned to Washington to explain it. The 
system was explained in our issue of April 27, page 
1074.. June 14 Mr. Niles delivered an address at the 
Maritime Exchange, New York city, on the subject of 
“Unsinkable Ships,” and his ideas proved both interesting 
and instructive. Writing from the Naval War Col- 
lege to Mr. Niles, Capt. William S. Sims, U.S.N., says: 
“There never has at any time been any difficulty 
in designing an unsinkable steel ship, though it cannot 
be done by adding any practicable number of transverse 
bulkheads. A number of plans of such ships were pre- 
sented at the Pollok competition and illustrated in some 
cases by large sectional models which were wholly con- 
vineing. Moreover, such ships are quite practicable and 
the expense is not prohibitive, in the sense that they 
could be built without materially. decreasing their speed 
or passenger carrying capacity. It is also quite possible 
to equip ships with real lifeboats, barge boats, etc., that 
will carry all the passengers and crew. That these 
apparently elementary precautions have not been taken 
is not, I believe, due in any degree to psychological 
influences or to the conservatism of naval architects, 
but to an influence that is much more imperative, namely, 
the absolute necessity that the company building and 
operating the ships be a financial success—for if it is 
not it must go out of the business and lose the bulk 
of its money. For these reasons I have always main- 
tained that the ship designers and the companies. are 
not responsible, or not principally responsible, for the 
nature of the designs, as many people seem to think. 
They have simply made their designs in strict accordance 
with the demand—not because they wanted to, but 
because they were obliged to do so or be driven out of 
the business by rival companies that were more successful 
in devising features that attracted the public. The only 
way to get safety laws passed is to create the necessary 
public demand for them. — Success depends therefore 
chiefly upon public opinion.” 

The address of Col. John Mills, Corps of Engrs., before 
the Chamber of Commerce of Cleveland, Ohio, on May 
21, is expected to have a great influence on the future 
of that city. It was one of the most informative dis- 
courses on city water fronts that have been given in this 
country. 'The point of the address was that the city has 
not lived up to the interest which the Federal Govern- 
ment has shown by the large appropriations expended 
upon its harpor. Cleveland stands first among lake 
citics in area of outer harbor available for deep draught 
vessels, first in Federal appropriations to develop that 
harbor, but fifth in its use for commercial purposes. 
Since 1825 the Government has devoted altogether 
$7,500,000 to the harbor. By means of parallel lines of 
different lengths Colonel Mills illustrated the backward- 
ness of the city’s use of its natural opportunities, 
especially in the case of the east breakwater, where not 
a single industry along its entire length derives any 
benefit from the water front. The outer harbor created 





by this east breakwater is much more capacious and 
capable of indefinite industrial expansion, and yet. is is 
lying absolutely latent. Colonel Mills was listened to 
with the closest attention by his audience, which em- 
braced the leading men of Ohio’s metropolis, and_ the 
Marine Review published in that city deems the address 
so valuable to the progress of that region that it re- 
produces most of it with the diagrams in its June issue. 
The fact that Colonel Mills spoke as a disinterested 
officer of the Federal Government lent weight to his 
utterances. 





In a circular letter issued by the Surgeon General of 
the Navy some important changes are made in the exami- 
nations for promotion from assistant surgeon to passed 
assistant surgeon. The examinations in collateral 
branches are eliminated. These include history, physics, 
botany, geology and zoology. The eighty per cent. which 
under the old system is required for these branches is 
transferred to medical instructions, Navy Regulations 
and book instruction. The standard for pathology and 
microscopy is 70 per cent., for obstetrics and medical 
jurisprudence and chemistry 60 per cent. For the other 
subjects 80 per cent. is required, viz.: General aptitude, 
anatomy and physiology, surgery, medicine, materia 
medica, hygiene and quarantine, medical instructions, 
U.S. Navy Regulations, and Book of Instructions. The 
practical examinations are: (a) operations on the 
eadaver, (b) clinical medicine, (c) practical chemistry, 
(d) practical bacteriology, (e) practical microscopy, (f) 
bandaging and the application of splints, (g) recognition 
of instruments and surgical appliances. The written 
examination is (a) letter to the board giving an account 
of his general and professional duties since his admission 
into the Service, (b) a thesis on some professional sub- 
ject, (c) professional subjects as follows, though the 
order may be varied at the discretion of the board. 
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Bulletin No. 19, issued by Adjutant Gen. William 
Verbeck, of New York, publishes an effective reply by 
Commo. Robert P. Forshew, commanding the Naval 
Militia of New York, to the comments of the staff of 
the U.S. Naval War College, on the theoretical mobiliza- 
tion executed by the Naval Militia last November. Com- 
modore Forshew holds that the mobilization orders from 
Naval Militia headquarters were based on an intimate 
knowledge of the requirements of the force which he 
commands, and he points out that the system of or- 
ganization and instruction that is excellent for Regu- 
lars may not be the best when dealing with the Militia 
forces, “and the bearing in mind of this point,” he says, 
“may in future prevent the errors made in handling the 
Naval Militia in 1898, and the two years following.” 
The reply of Commodore Forshew should be read in 
conjunction with Bulletin 16. d

Women of the Army and Navy residing in Washington 
and elsewhere have decided to assist in the movement 
known as the Women’s Titanic Memorial, the object of 
which is to erect in Washington, D.C., a great monument 
to the men who died on that ship to save the women 
and children, Mrs. Leonard Wood, wife of General 
Wood, is assisting in the plan to send a personal letter 
to every woman in every Army post in the United States 
and its possessions asking for contributions. All the 
money thus received will be added to the memorial fund 
as the contributions of the women of the U.S. Army. 
The co-operation and contributions of the women of the 
Navy have been sought in another manner. Mrs. John 
H. Hammond, secretary of the organization, has sent 
letters to the wives of the principal officers and com- 
manders of all the fleets and navy yards in the country.

Quartermaster General Aleshire has under considera- 
tion a plan for the modification of the system of reports 
made by the quartermasters to the department, so as to 
reduce the number of reports and to eliminate certain 
information which is not necessary for the business of 
the Quartermaster’s Department. This will materially 
reduce the paper work of quartermasters, as well as 
simplify business in the department. Quartermasters 
will not be required to furnish information already in 
the office. The scheme is in line with the general policy 
of Secretary Stimson for the reduction of paper work 
in the Army.

Major General Bell, commanding Philippines Divi- 
sion, recommends to the War Department the abolish- 
ment of the Department of the Visayas. It is 
understood that the recommendation will be approved 
by Secretary of War Stimson, as it is im line with 
his policy for the concentration of the troops in 
the Philippines as well as elsewhere. The Depart- 
ment is to be attached to the Department of 
Luzon. It is planned to make the change at the time 
of, or shortly after, the retirement of Brig. Gen. G. S. 
Anderson, commander of the Department of the Visayas. 





Asking that a committee of Boston businessmen be 
appointed to confer with and advise him in the matter, 
Commodore J. W. Miller, vice-president of the Cape Cod 
Construction Company, on June 8 sought the assistance 
of the Boston Chamber of Commerce in the important 
task of fixing the tolls of the Cape Cod Canal, which is 
expected to be completed early in 1914, in an address 
delivered to 300 members and friends at the Stearns 
Club, Monument Beach. Commodore Miller’s address 
came after an inspection of the waterway by members of 
the chamber.

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 


Col. James N. Allison, Assistant Commissary Gen- 
eral, who was retired from active service on his own 
application June 7, 1912, with the rank of brigadier 
general, after more than forty-six years’ service, was the 
last surviving officer of the Civil War on the active list 
of the Army but two. The other officers with Civil War 
service now on the active list are Col. John L. Clem, 
Q.M.D., on duty at Chicago and Major Daniel W. 
Arnold, Q.M.D., on duty at St. Paul. General Allison 
was born in Kentucky Sept. 4, 1848. He served as a 
private in the 39th Kentucky Volunteer Infantry from 


August, 1863, until June, 1865. He was appointed a 
cadet at the U.S.M.A. Sept. 1, 1867, graduating as a 
second lieutenant and being assigned to the 2d Cavalry 
in June, 1871. He was a first lieutenant in 1880, cap- 
tain in 1892, and was transferred to the Subsistence De- 
partment in 1893. From the time he graduated until 
he was appointed in the Subsistence Department, he was 
on frontier duty in the West engaged against hostile 
Indians. . He took part in fights with Sioux Indians at 
North Laramie, the Powder River Expedition and 
against Cheyenne Indians and service in Washington 
and Idaho. He was also acting aide-de-camp to General 
Miles from Nov. 4, 1884, to April 11, 1885, and July 6 
to 30, 1885. During the war with Spain he was ap- 
pointed lieutenant colonel, chief commissary of subsist- 
ence of Volunteers, May 9, 1898. He was chief commis- 
sary of the 2d Army Corps, and then served at Camps 
Alger and Meade. He has also served in the Philip- 
pines, on Governors Island as chief commissary of the 
Eastern Division. He was due for retirement on ac- 
count of age Sept. 4, 1912. 

Lieut. Col. John S. Mallory, Infantry, U.S.A., unas- 
signed, promoted colonel May 28, 1912, vice Col. Wil- 
liam P. Evans, Infantry, unassigned, retired from May 
27, 1912, was born in Virginia Nov. 1, 1857, and is a 
graduate of the U.S.M.A., class of 1879, when he was 

romoted in the Army second lieutenant, 2d Infantry. 
Fie was an officer of that organization until promoted 
major, 1st Inf., in July, 1902. He was transferred to 
the 12th Infantry Feb. 6, 1904, and was promoted lieu- 
tenant colonel, 11th Inf., March 31, 1910, was detailed 
as inspector general Jan. 13, 1911, and was placed on 
the unassigned list April 22, 1911. During the war with 
Spain he served as a major and inspector general of Vol- 
unteers, and during the Philippine Insurrection he served 
as lieutenant colonel of the 41st U.S. Infantry. The 
first duties of Colonel Mallory after graduation was on 
frontier duty at Camp Chelan, Wash., and Fort Coeur 
d’Alene, Idaho. He served as aid to General Wheaton 
and was acting J.A., Dept. of the Columbia, to Dec. 19, 
1881, and was A.A.G. of the department, and also A.A.Q. 
in the field from. July to October, 1883, during Indian 
troubles. After a tour of college duty in Texas, he was 
on frontier duty at Fort Robinson, Neb., and was next 
at Fort Omaha, Neb., for duty. He was assistant to 
the chief Q.M. of troops in the field near Pine Ridge 
Agency, S.D., in the campaign against hostile Sioux 
Indians to February, 1891, and subsequent service in- 
cluded duty at Fort Omaha, San Antonio, Denver, and 
was inspector general on the staff of General Otis at 
San Francisco in July, 1898. He went to the Philip- 
pines in July, 1898, and was A.A.G. to the provost mar- 
shal and military commander at Manila Aug. 31 to 
Sept. 24, 1898. He was I.G. of 2d Division, 8th Corps, 
and was with the 41st U.S. Volunteers in the Philip- 
pines from January to June, 1900, and was Military 
Attaché at the U.S. Legation at Pekin, China, to April, 
1901. He was on special duty at Manila, in charge of 
the captured insurgent chieftain, Emilio Aguinaldo, from 
April to June, 1901. Among subsequent duties he was 
A.J.A., Department of Dakota, on special duty at head- 
quarters, Philippines Division, 1903, served a_ three- 
year tour as a member of the General Staff, War Dept. 
He was A.G. of troops at the Jamestown Tri-Centennial 
Exposition, 1907, and went to the Philippines in 190). 
His last assignment to duty was at the Army War Col- 
lege, Washington, D.C. 

Capt. Robert M. Doyle, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral June 6, 1912, by the retirement of Staunton, was 
born in Tennessee May 5, 1853, and was appointed to 
the U.S. Naval Academy Sept. 30, 1870. He has had a 
sea service of twenty-one and a half years, and shore 
duty of a little over eighteen years. After graduating 
as a midshipman in 1875, he was assigned to the Marion 
of the North Atlantic Station, and next to the Minne- 
sota and Vandalia of the same station up to 1881. After 
a tour of duty in the U.S. Hydrographic Office he was 
assigned to the Galena of the North Atlantic Station 
and then to the Naval Academy. He was attached to 
the Baltimore on special service 1889-93, and subsequent 
service from that included duty at the Naval Academy, 
on the Texas and Alliance and during the war with 
Spain he was attached to the Dixie and the monitor 
Puritan. From 1899 to date, among other duties, he 
was attached to the Texas, was inspector of ordnance 
and engineering material, and was in command of the 
Culgoa, Philadelphia and Chicago. He was next in com- 
mand of the navy yard at Portsmouth, N.H., and was 
in command of the Missouri during the latter part of 
the around-the-world cruise of the Atlantic Battleship 
Fleet, 1907-1908. He was inspector of the Third Light- 
house District with headquarters at Tompkinsville, N.Y., 
and his last assignment to duty was as commandant of 
the navy yard at Norfolk, Va.

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DEATH OF LIEUT. L. W. HAZLEHURST, U.S.A. 


Second Lieut. Leighton W. Hazlehurst, 17th U.S. Inf., 
a promising young officer who had just learned to fly a 
Wright machine alone, and Albert L. Welsh, a profes- 
sional aviator employed by the Wright interests, were 
instantly killed at the Army aviation field, College Park, 
Md., at half-past six p.m., June 11, 1912. After making 
several splendid flights in the new Wright war biplane, 
Welsh announced at a quarter after six o’clock that he 
intended going up two thousand feet in ten minutes, 
passing the last of ten requirements asked of the machine 
by the War Department. With Lieutenant Hazlehurst 
as his passenger, Welsh took the pilot’s seat. They 
climbed rapidly on the first circle of the field, but at the 
north end, while making a turn thirty feet from the 
yx the biplane was seen suddenly to pitch forward 
and fall. 

Capt. Charles De Forest Chandler, U.S.A., command- 
ing officer of the Aviation School; Capt. Paul W. Beck, 
Lieuts. Harry Graham, Roy C. Kirtland, Henry H. 
Arnold and Thomas DeW. Milling, U.S.A., who were 
watching the flight. saw in an instant that an accident 
had happened, but little dreamed that it was so serious. 
When the officers and enlisted men, with Lieut. John P. 
Kelly, Med. Res. Corps, U.S.A., arrived at the spot 
where the machine fell it was found that both aviators 
had been almost instantly killed. Welsh’s skull was 
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crushed and Lieutenant Hazlehurst had his neck broken. 
When found the bodies were several feet from the 
machine. Evidently the two men had been thrown from 
their seats as the biplane pitched head first to the ground. 
They seemed to have died without a struggle. The head- 
gear which the officer wore was of no protection to him. 
Welsh wore no headgear. 
officers, however, that had he worn it he probably would 
not have been killed 

The machine was badly smashed. It differed little 
from last year’s Wright biplane. The principal change 
was the instalment of a new six-cylinder 60 horsepower 
Wright engine in place of the old four-cylinder ‘32.” 
It is believed by-the aviators that a sudden snap of 
some of the supporting wires between the planes caused 
the machine to give way and plunge forward. Welsh 
had been at College Park several days demonstrating a 
new Wright biplane. It was required to meet ten rigid 
tests. During the last few days it had behaved beauti- 
fully, responding to every touch of Welsh. The aviator 
was jubilant and expressed the desire to finish the tests 
and “go home.” The last test to be made was to climb 
2,000 feet in ten minutes with 450 pounds on board, 
besides gasoline, oil and water. The machine was 
weighted with 125 pounds of gun shot. Welsh weighed 
150 pounds and Lieutenant Hazlehurst weighed 182. 
The machine carried fuel enough for the two-hour flight. 
A board of officers consisting of Capt. Frederick B. 
Hennessy, Capt. Paul W. Beck, Lieuts. Roy C. Kirtland, 
Thomas DeW. Milling and Henry H. Arnold were at 
once ordered to investigate. A preliminary report made 
by the board indicates that the Army’s new weight 
carrying machine was unequal to the strain put upon it. 
Nothing was found to show that anything had gone 
wrong with the machine before the wings suddenly 
crumpled up and it came crashing down. In the report 
the board finds the accident directly due to the sudden 
upward turn at high speed and the sharp angle causing 
strain on the wings. Welsh came down from an altitude 
of 175 feet to within thirty-five feet of the earth before 
he attempted to begin his climb. This made almost a 
right angle turn for the machine going at high speed 
in the air. Major General Wood has detailed Major 
Walter H. Gordon to make an independent report to the 
Inspector General’s Office. Examination of the machine’s 
wreckage showed the bracing and wires intact. Col. 
George P. Scriven, Acting Chief Signal Officer in the 
absence of Bri; Gen. James Allen at West Point, esti- 
mates that the . tal weight of the machine, including 
aviator, motors, gasoline and added weight made, was 
about 1,700 pounds. 

The deaths of Lieutenant Hazlehurst and Mr. Welsh 
is the first serious accident of any kind that has hap- 
pened at the Army Aviation School at College Park. 
The death of Lieutenant Hazlehurst, however, is the 
third among Army aviators. Lieut. Thomas E. Selfridge, 
ist Field Art.. who was killed at Fort Myer, Va., in 
September, 1908, was the first, and Lieut. John E. M. 
Kelly, 30th U.S. Inf., killed at San Antonio, Texas, in 
March, 1911, was the second. Lieutenant Hazlehurst 
was born in Georgia July 25, 1886, but was appointed 
to the U.S.M.A. from Mississippi June 16, 1904. He 
was commissioned second lieutenant, 17th U.S. Infantry, 
Feb. 14, 1908. His body was sent to his home in Georgia. 

Mr. Welsh was known as one of the most careful of 
professional aviators, who cared so little for exhibition 
feats that he alone of the Wright flyers was retained 
by the Wrights when they quit the exhibition business 
at the close of last season. He was a native of Wash- 
ington, D.C., thirty-one years old, and began flying in 
March, 1910, when he entered the Wrights’ employ.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Rear Admiral Benjamin P. Lamberton, U.S.N., retired, 
who was chief of staff to Admiral Dewey at the battle 
of Manila Bay in 1898, died at his home in Washington, 
D.C., June 9, 1912, of general breakdown. He had been 
ill two months. At the bedside were his son and daugh- 
ter, Mr. B. P. Lamberton, jr., and Miss M. K. Lamber- 
ton. Another child, Mrs. Richard D. La Garde, wife of 
Lieutenant La Garde, 10th U.S. Inf., now stationed at 
Camp Otis, Las Cascadas, Canal Zone, Panama, also sur- 
vives him. Rear Admiral Lamberton was born in Pennsyl- 
vania Feb. 25, 1844, and entered the Naval Academy from 
that state in September, 1861, and graduated in 1865. 
His first sea duty was on the steam sloop Susquehanna, 
attached to the Brazil Squadron. His next duty was on 
the Juniata, and from that vessel he served on the 
Saratoga. He was made a master in 1866, a lieutenant 
in 1867, and a lieutenant commander in 1868. From 
1870 to 1874 he served on the Mohican and the Dictator, 
and on torpedo duty the year following. Among other 


duties he served at the Boston and Portsmouth Yards. 
From 1877 to 1879 he served on the Alaska, of the Pacific 
Station, when he became connected with the Bureau of 
Equipment. He was with the Vandalia for two years, 
and from 1885 to 1888 was a lighthouse inspector. He 
was advanced to the grade of commander in 1885, and 





from 1888 to 1889 was commandant of the Norfolk 
Navy Yard. He next commanded the Jamestown for 


two years, and then went to the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks. From 189+ to 1897 he was again a lighthouse 
inspector. He was assigned to the command of the 
Boston, on the Asiatic Station, in 1898, but had not yet 
relieved the late Capt. Frank Wildes, who objected to 
being relieved on the eve of battle. Rear Admiral 
Lamberton then served as chief of staff to Admiral Dewey 
on board the Olympia at the battle of Manila Bay. He 
went ashore the day after the battle and took possession 
of Cavite Arsenal, which was still occupied by about 
800 seamen, armed with Mausers. He afterward com- 
manded the Olympia on that station. After the war he 
was advanced seven numbers for conspicuous conduct 
in the Manila Bay battle. Late in 1903 he was made 
commander-in-chief of the South Atlantic Squadron, but 
had to relinquish this command later on account of fail- 
ing eyesight. Since January, 1905, he had been chair- 
man of the Lighthouse Board. He was promoted rear 
admiral in 1903, and was retired for age Feb. 25, 1906. 
His remains were buried in Arlington, Va., June 11, 
with military honors. 

Rear Admiral William Henry Everett, U.S.N., retired, 
died at his home in Newport, R.I., June 10, 1912. He 
had been ill for a long time with a complication of 
diseases. He was born in New York March 6, 1847, and 
entered the Naval Academy from Connecticut in July, 
1863. His first sea service was on the Pawnee. He 
then served on the Portsmouth and Guerriere in the 
South Atlantic Station until 1869. He was made an 
ensign in 1869, master in 1870 and lieutenant in 1873. 
He was in West Indian waters on the Nantucket and 
Congress until 1873, and he then went with his vessel 
to Greenland in connection with the Arctic expedition 
undertaken by the steamer Polaris. Rear Admiral 
Everett has also served on the following vessels: 
Wyoming, Alert, Tennessee, Tallapoosa, Saratoga, Rich- 


It is believed by the Army - 
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mond, Minnesota, Montgomery, Cincinnati, Michigan, 
Iris, Culgoa and Glacier. He reached the grade of q 
lientenant commander in 1894, commander in 1899 and 
captain in 1904. During the Spanish-American War he 
was in command of the Mangrove, being on blockade 
duty in Cuba. Rear Admiral Everett had a sea service 
of over twenty years and shore duty of over eighteen 
years. His last assignment to duty was as captain of 
the navy yard, Boston. He was retired Oct. 9, 1906, 
with the rank of rear admiral, after forty years’ service, 
His wife survives him. The remains of Rear Admiral 
Everett were buried with military honors June 13 in 
the Arlington National Cemetery. The funeral took 
place at Newport June 12 from the Channing Memorial 
Church, the Rev. William Safford Jones officiating. The 
bearers were Rear Admiral French E. Chadwick, Capt, 
Wiliam B. Caperton, Comdr.

Mr. Orrin B. Stout, who died in Washington, D.C., 
June 2, 1912, was the oldest clerk in length of service 
in the Pay Department, U.S. Army, having been with 
that branch of the government service for forty years, 
Mr. Stout entered the Service before he was twenty-one 
years old as personal clerk to Paymaster General William 
B. Rochester, when that officer held the rank of major. 
Mr. Stout was continued in the office as clerk to Colonel 
Tucker, who succeeded Major Rochester. He was with 
Colonel Tucker until 1903, accompanying him to his first 
assignment at Santa Fé, N.M., which at that time was 
the seat of Indian troubles, necessitating the trips to be 
made overland to the scattered posts and camps of the 
troops at risk of his life. He was later sent to Atlanta 
and Tampa with Colonel Tucker, where the payments 
of troops were made during the Cuban war and where 
enormous sums of money were in his personal care. 
After the Cuban war he served with Colonel Tucker in 
Alaska, but his health broke in the rigorous climate and 
he ~~ forced to return.to Washington for medical treat- 
ment. 

Dr. Newton N. Gober, father of Mrs. W. A. Powell, 
wife of Captain Powell, Med. Corps, U.S.A., died at 
Atlanta, Ga., on May 25, 1912, after a short illness. 
When, on May 24, his illness assumed a very serious 
aspect he was taken to St. Joseph’s Infirmary, where 
he passed away on the following night. Dr. Gober was 
born Dec. 1, 1886, and came of a family that had taken 
part in the early history of the country, his ancestors 
having fought in both the Revolution and in the War 
of 1812. His education had just been completed and he 
had been graduated from the Macon and Atlanta medical 
colleges when the Civil War broke out. He and his two 
brothers, who were students at the Georgia Military 
Academy and who lost their lives in the second year of 
the war, joined the Confederate Army as first lieutenants, 
and served with distinction and gallantry. Dr. Gober 
was made captain of Company F, 3d Georgia Battalion 
of Sharpshooters, and took part in nearly all the battles 
fought by the Army of Northern Virginia. During the 
latter part of the war he commanded the 3d Georgia 
Battalion of Sharpshooters, and he was commended for 
bravery and_ meritorious conduct on the field of 
Chancellorsville. He was for several years a member 
of the Georgia Legislature and was a_ leading 
figure in reconstruction days, helping to rid the state of 
carpet bag rule. He finally gave up politics to give his 
entire time to his profession, and for many years prac- 
ticed medicine in Marietta. He was laid to rest at his 
old home in Marietta on May 27, the funeral services 
being conducted by his old friend, the Rev. J. H. Patton, 
who for many years has been rector of the church of 
which Dr. Gober was a member. The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion of May 26 pays Dr. Gober a high tribute. 

Mrs. Ella A. Thompson, mother of Mrs. Irma Thomp- 
son Ireland, wife of Capt. Mark L. Ireland, Coast Art., 
U.S.A., died at her home, Lansing, Mich., June 2, 1912. 

Capt. David H. Cortelyou, U.S.A., retired, of No. 151 
Richmond terrace, West New Brighton, Staten Island, 
N.Y., died June 8, 1912, of general debility in the S. R.

Misapprehension seems to exist as to the relations between 
the three parts (machine-gun platoon, mounted scouts and head- 
quarters detachment), comprising the regimental detachment o 
Infantry, when administered as a single unit under G.O. 6, 
War Dept., 1912. There appears to be, in particular, some 
difficulty in understanding that the question of mounts for the 
two officers on duty with the command has relation only to their 
tactical duties and not at all to their relative rank. 

he rule in O. 6, War Dept., 1912, that “At all forma- 
tions the regimental detachment will be treated as a separate 
unit, or formed according to the Infantry Drill Regulations,” 
will never require the parts to combine partly mounted and 
partly dismounted. They are combined for interior he “gee | 
and may be formed together dismounted for pay, reveille roll 
eall, etc., but when formed for ceremonies, drill, field exercises, 
or the march, the combined unit (regimental detachment) dis- 
solves into several parts as follows: 

(a) The machine-gun platoon, all dismounted (under existing 
regulations), under the officer assigned to command it. 

(b) The mounted scout detachment, all mounted, under the 
officer assigned to command it. At ceremonies the mounted 
orderlies and mounted non-commissioned staff officers join the 
mounted scouts, forming the mounted detachment shown in Plate 
IV., page 83, Infantry Drill Regulations. (See also pars. 27 and 
327, I.D.R.) 

(c) Trumpeter sergeant and mounted orderlies accompany 
their respective commanders, except at ceremonies. (See par. 
29, I.D.R.) 

(d) Horseshoers, farrier, saddler and wagoners are under 
the quartermaster and with the transportation. (G.O. 6, W.D., 
1912.) 

Under the foregoing conditions the commander of the ma- 
chine-gun platoon and the commander of the mounted scouts are 
therefore independent of each other. Each is under the colonel 
or such other commander to whom the colonel may temporarily 
attach either of the units.

It develops that the injury to the U.S.S. Maryland 
during torpedo practice off San Diego recently is the 
result of the use of an old type of exercise torpedo. The 
torpedoes had wooden heads instead of water filled heads, 
and when hits were made by the Lawrence and the Farra- 
gut the outer skin of the Maryland was penetrated. 
The firing was at a range of about 2,800 yards. The 
damage to the Maryland was not serious, yet it was a 
striking illustration of how effective the torpedoes would 
have been had they carried war heads. 

An illustrated book which accompanied Lieut. Col. 
Harry L. Hawthorne’s report on the Japanese maneuvers 
of 1911 is one of the most interesting documents that 
has been received by the War Department, and sets forth 
in a striking manner the character of the work that is 
being done by the Japanese army. Some of the photo- 
graphs show regiments of infantry as they are plunging 
through a stream, and the firing of the field artillery is 
one of the features of the illustrations. A noticeable 
lack of cavalry is shown in the photographs.

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The usual large number of candidates will take the 
July examination for commissions in the Army Medical 
Corps. There was on June 12 thirty-four candidates on 
the list at the War Department. A circular is being 
prepared by the Surgeon General of the Army which 
gives the details of the method of the administration of 
venereal prophylaxis. It is expected that the circular 
will be ready for distribution to the Army before the end 
of June. 
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THE ARMY BILL. 


In the form in which it was agreed to in the confer- 
ence committee the Army Appropriation bill does not 
meet with the approval of President Taft. He was 
thoroughly aroused when the Senate approved the report 
on June 10 and voted down a motion to reconsider it on 
June 12. His inclination, as we have previously stated, 
is to veto the bill and return it to Congress. In fact, 
on June 12 to a number of callers at the White House 
the President virtually announced his intention of dis- 
approving the bill. It is seriously to be doubted, how- 
ever, whether he will go to this extreme. 

It is understood that Senator Root, before leaving for 
the Chicago convention on June 12, advised the President 
that two of the legislative provisions in the bill are 
unconstitutional. One of them is the provision which 
limits the President in the selection of his Chief of Staff 
to officers who have served more than ten years in the 
line below the rank of brigadier general, and the other 
is the one which names the members of the Army Post 
Commission. 

The naming of the commission by Congress undoubtedly 
amounts to the assumption of executive functions by the 
legislative branch of the Government. While Congress 
is authorized to create a commission it has no authority 
to name its members. This is clearly an executive 
function, and has been uniformly recognized as such in 
the creation of commissions by Congress. 

The most serious constitutional objection to the legis- 
lative features of the bill is the provision relative to the 
Chief of Staff. This restricts the use of officers of the 
Army by the President, and therefore interferes with 
the President’s constitutional prerogative as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Army. The very title of commander-in- 
chief is presumtive proof that the President has the 
exclusive authority to appoint his own military advisers. 
Some authorities go so far as to question the right of 
Congress to enact laws regulating the system of promo- 
tion which is now in effect in the Army. It is insisted 
that the President has the legal right, if he saw fit to 
exercise it, to promote or refuse to promote whoever he 
pleases. While admitting that this might be a debatable 
question, they insist that Congress has no right to take 
away from the President the authority to detaik any 
officer to any service. The constitutionality of the law 
which requires the President to select his Chief of Staff 
from the general officers of the Army is questioned. 

The President is looking into the legal features of the 
legislative provisions of the bill, and if he is convinced 
that there is a grave question as to their constitutionality 
he will not hesitate to veto it. He is strongly opposed 
to the insertion of important new legislation in appro- 
priation bills, and on this account, as well as on legal 
grounds, may withhold his approval. He had already 
declared that he will veto the Legislative, Executive and 
Judicial Appropriation bill because it contains an item 
abolishing the Commerce Court. The fact that the failure 
of this appropriation bill will leave the legislative, 
executive and judicial departments without funds after 
July 1 will not deter him from sending it back to Con- 
gress with his disapproval. Neither will he be moved by 
the consideration that the veto of the Army Appropria- 
tion bill will leave the Government without money to 
maintain the.Army. He thinks that the slight dis- 
arrangements of the finances of the Army will be a small 
matter compared with the viciousness of the legislative 
provisions of the Army Appropriation bill. 

Not since 1877, when Congress failed to pass an annual 
budget for the maintenance of the Army on account of 
the posse comitatus clause, has the conference report 
excited such bitter opposition as it did when it came up 
in the Senate on June 10. It required all of the influence 
of Chairman du Pont, ably supported by Senator Warren 
in his powerful position in the Senate as chairman of 
the Appropriations Committee, to muster enough votes 
to secure an approval of the report by a narrow majority 
of three. On the motion to reconsider the majority 
dwindled to one. There is no doubt that it would have 
been defeated if the Senate had not been over anxious to 
clean up its docket and the absence of so many members 
who were attending the national convention. Most of 
the opposition to the report came from the Republican 
side, from where a larger proportion of the absentees 
were attending the convention. In the House the report 
was adopted by a vote of 120 to 89, nearly one-half the 
members, 181, not voting. 

While the ARMy AND NAvy JouRNAL had been an- 
nouncing that there would be a hot fight on the confer- 
ence report on the Army bill when it came up in the 
Senate, others have declared that there would be no 
serious opposition to it. Early in the week there was a 


majority in the Senate against the report, but Senator 
Warren waited till he saw a number of friends of the 
War Department out of the city and forced consideration 
just in time to get the report adopted by three majority. 
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There is talk of an appeal to the courts if the bill should 
become a law as it stands, because of the features in the 
pill held to be unconstitutional. 

The failure to give toa full Senate the opportunity of 
expressing itself on so important a matter as the attach- 
ing of such. radical legislation to an appropriation bill 
naturally awakens a suspicion as to the fairness of those 
who were the most interested in the adoption of the 
changes in the General Staff which were provided for 
by the report, and even if there is nothing more sub- 
stantial to base such a suspicion upon it would seem 
that those behind the report might have wished to pre- 
yent the development of any doubts as to their motives 
by submitting the legislation to the scrutiny of more than 
about half the membership. The ties of absent Senators 
were based upon political differences, and, as Senator 
Lodge said, such a report was not a political question. 
That the making of so important a change in the military 
system a part of an appropriation bill through the report 
of a conference committee in respect to things which 
had not been brought even before the Military Committee 
of the Senate was deemed a marked departure from 
customary Senate procedure was indicated by the amount 
of time consumed in the debate by the discussion of 
that phase of the question, such authorities as Senator 
lodge contending that the precedent was not a salutary 
one to establish in matters of national legislation. The 
Massachusetts Senator was much troubled in the develop- 
ment of his thought by the constant interruptions of 
Senator Warren, who thought the time to answer every 
point was at the moment of delivery, and not after the 
speech was concluded. With that urbanity which always 
characterizes the attitude of Mr. Lodge in debate, he 
accepted these breaks in his oratory without any display 
of feeling, although one could wish that he had been 
permitted to elaborate his ideas without interruptions 
that frequently gave to the discussion the aspect of 
dialogue. The high esteem in which General Wood is 
held in Congress is shown not only by the tributes paid 
to his ability in the speeches of those who favored the 
report that was aimed at him, but also by the statement 
of Senator Warren that at the various conference meet- 
ings nothing had been said that could reflect in any way 
upon the Chief of Staff. 

Senator Prince made the following points of order 
against the conference report on the Army bill: ‘That 
the conferees have discussed and proposed amendments 
which have not been committed to them by either of the 
Ilouses and therein have exceeded their jurisdiction, and 
which amendments, agreed to and reported by the con- 
ference committee, are not germane to the amendments 
of the Senate or to the original bill, specifically calling 
attention to amendments numbered 40, 42 and 73.” No. 
40 relates to the sale of part of the reservation of Fort 
Clark, No. 42 names a commission to report on the loca- 
tion and distribution of military posts, and No. 73 
relates to the General Staff. 

In attempting to make a showing of a ten dollar 
saving in the Army Appropriation bill Congress has 
actually created a deficit in the funds for the War De- 
partment. By the bill as agreed to the Quartermaster 
Department will be without any funds for new construc- 
tion. It will scarcely have sufficient money for the 
maintenance of Army posts. It is estimated that there 
will be a deficit of something over two million in the 
Pay Department and over one million in the Commissary 
Department.

THE STRIFE IN CUBA. 


The allegation that certain American financial in- 
terests have had a hand in stirring up strife in Cuba 
might receive some consideration at this time, despite 
the many awful things that are unjustly ascribed to 
those mysterious powers, were it not that the present 
troubles in the island republic are distinctly racial and 
color in their inception and bitterness, and smack of the 
aspirations which led the blacks of Hayti to rise against 
their white rulers and set up a government of their own 
in 1798. Now that the negroes of the island, who had 
a large part in the fighting against the Spaniards, find 
that they are excluded from what they regard as a 
proper share in the loaves and fishes of the republican 
government parceled out in the form of offices among 
the whites, it is only natural that they should resent this 
state of affairs and should demand a larger part in the 
control of the government. Such troubles must of neces- 
sity arise in any community where the blacks and whites 
are about evenly divided numerically. Either one race 
or the other must be in the ascendancy, and one can 
readily understand that the whites will not submit to 
negro domination. Hence there is always a fertile 
breeding ground for internal dissensions in the racial 
animosities of a population half white and half black 
unless the negroes recognize the futility of seeking to 
master the white race. 

It has been suggested that either Secretary Stimson, 
Major Gen. Leonard Wood, Chief of Staff, or Brig. Gen. 
Iinoch H. Crowder, Judge. Advocate General of the 
Army, be chosen to act as mediator in Cuba, but it is 
not plain what such a mediator could do that could not 
be done by the resident American Minister to Havana, 
enlightened by constant communication with Washington. 

In an address on the floor of the House on June 10 
Speaker Orestes Ferrara, of the Cuban House of Repre- 
sentatives, urged that the United States let the Cuban 
republic work out its own salvation free from any inter- 
ference. The Cuban Speaker was greeted enthusiastically 
by the American legislators. In a statement to the press 
in Washington the same day he said that the revolution 
was being fostered by “a clique of merchants and 
political schemers eager to exchange human blood for 








dollars.” The finances of the island republic are in a 
bad way, and the foreign indebtedness amounts to about 
$65,000,000. These financial obligations are not confined 
by any means to the United States. The creditors of 
the new government are scattered all over Europe, and 
the nations there have an interest in the preservation of 
law and order in the island. Our duty there is more 
pronounced than in Mexico. After freeing Cuba from 
the Spanish dominion we guaranteed the preservation 
of order, by treaty stipulating that in case the local 
government could not protect the rights of foreigners 
this country would feel obligated to step in and control 
the situation. This was done several years ago, when 
the Army of Pacification under Gen. Thomas H. Barry 
took charge of the affairs of the government of the 
island for a number of months, and did it so well that 
on its departure it was applauded by the best men of the 
republic for the splendid way in which it had accom- 
plished its delicate task. There is nothing in our previous 
interventional attitude toward Cuba to throw the native 
population into hysterics over the probability of our 
again forcibly pacifying the belligerent factions, and we 
are inclined to believe that most of the feeling of trepida- 
tion with which the Cubans are said to view the arrival 
of our warships off their coast and our marines and 
sailors on their shores exists chiefly in the minds of the 
newspaper correspondents. The Cubans have seen our 
soldiers and sailors on their soil before, and each time 
their visit was a harbinger of peace and national 
progress. What reason have they now for believing that 
any ulterior motive lurks behind our professions of 
interest in their insular aspirations?

It is unfortunate that the recently published work by 
Rear Admiral French E. Chadwick, U.S.N., on the 
Spanish War should have been apparently carelessly 
read by so many persons. We say “apparently” as our 
impression is that the blame for the misreading of it is 
to be placed upon one newspaper editor who, in a desire 
to carry a point, ascribed to the book statements which 
Admiral Chadwick never made, with the intention of 
showing that he had written a vindication of Commodore 
Schley’s conduct in the battle of Santiago. Senator 
Rayner is evidently one of those who were misled by this 
erroneous editorial review, for in a recent speech in 
Congress, appearing in the Congressional Record of June 
3, he refers to the much discussed loop of the Brooklyn 
as having “saved the day for the Americans,” and as 
having been credited with doing that by Admiral Chad- 
wick. Very naturally Admiral Chadwick took umbrage 
at this misconstruction of his writings, and in an open 
letter to Senator Rayner says he never commended 

JYommodore Schley’s handling of the Brooklyn. The 
extravagant praise of some of his friends may have done 
Admiral Schley more harm than good after the Spanish 
War. The Admiral never claimed, so far as we know, 
that the loop of the Brooklyn “saved the day for the 
Americans,” and we believe that if he were alive to-day 
he would disapprove such fulsome flattery. All he ever 
claimed for it was that it prevented the Brooklyn from 
being rammed and sunk by the heavier Spanish ships as 
planned by the Spanish officers before they made the 
sortie. Admiral Chadwick in his letter of reply says 
that it was the Oregon’s fire alone which caused the 
Colon to run ashore and that “if the Brooklyn had been 
wholly absent the result would have been exactly the 
same,” but if we remember rightly our conversation with 
Captain Moreu, of the Colon, a large factor in his deter- 
mination to run ashore was his realization that on coming 
out from the shore to round a point of land the Brooklyn 
would cut him off, her loop having enabled her to be in 
this position. It is to be regretted that Senator Rayner’s 
failure to read Admiral Chadwick’s very able book and 
his dependence on newspaper misinformation should have 
led to this revival of one of the most disagreeable con- 
troversies in the history of the Navy—a controversy that 
is all the more deplorable since nothing was to be gained 
by it, whichever side got the better of the argument. 





Plans are being formulated for at least a temporary 
increase in the recruiting stations and parties so as to 
bring the Navy up to its authorized strength under the 
pending Appropriation bill. This work will begin 
promptly on July 1. A traveling recruiting party at- 
tached to the Baltimore station will work through 
Virginia, West Virginia and Maryland. One in the New 
York district will make visits to the following cities: 
Paterson, N.J., Newburgh, N.Y., Peekskill, N.Y., 
Yonkers, N.Y., New Rochelle, N.Y., Stamford, Conn., 
Bridgeport, Conn., and New Haven, Conn. A stop of 
about a month will be made at each of these cities. A 
similar itinerary will be arranged for a recruiting party 
through the smaller cities of Michigan, stopping a week 
in each, and one will be sent out from the Cleveland 
station to the smaller cities of central Ohio. It is 
planned to establish additional permanent sub-stations 
in Newark, N.J., Spoke, Wash., Sacramento, Cal., 
Stockton, Cal., Albany, Salem, Eugene and Roseburg, 
Ore.; Macon and possibly Savannah, Ga.; Wichita, Kas., 
and Joplin, Mo. New recruiting stations will probably 
be established at Salt Lake City and Denver, with sub- 
stations in nearby cities. There is no intention on the 
part of the Navy Department to relax in the require- 
ments for enlistment, with perhaps the exception of such 
defects as varicocele, which is the cause of a considerable 
number of objections and about which there is a differ- 
ence of opinion among medical officers. 
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As soon as the Second and Fourth Divisions of the 
Atlantic Fleet complete their torpedo firing the standing 
in gunnery of the fleet will be prepared by Lieut. Comdr. 


T. T. Craven, Director of Target Practice and Engineer- 
ing Competitions. Advices have been received at the Navy 
Department that all of the ships on the Asiatic Station 
have completed their torpedo firing and target practice 
with the exception of the destroyers now in the Chinese 
rivers. 
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The rapidly increasing death roll in the world of avia- 
tion suggests that results are being demanded of the 
flying machine wholly out of proportion to the advance 
in aeroplane construction and its augmentation of power ; 
in other words, that more is being asked of the machine 
than should fairly be expected of it. Since the flying 
season began this year death after death has been 
recorded with a frequency that threatens to make an 
average of one mortality per day, and now the ranks 
of the commissioned personnel of our Army has again 
been invaded by death. While aviation is a dangerous 
sport or science, and a certain number of casualties may 
naturally be looked for, still the rapidly lengthening list 
of mortalities indicates that ambition may be outrunning 
the capabilities of the aeroplane. To the speed craze 
soon succeeded the height craze, and to that have been 
added the weight carrying and rapid ascension crazes. 
The first fatalities were single, but now they are coming 
in pairs. In the two weeks ending with the double death 
at College Park, Md., there were six deaths in pairs, one 
pair in France, one in Germany, and one in the United 
States. 
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The commanding general of the Central Division has 
arranged for a small maneuver campaign to be partici- 
pated in by the garrisons of Forts McKenzie, Meade and 
Robinson, namely, two battalions of the 18th Infantry, 
all the 12th Cavalry and one squadron of the 2d Cavalry. 
These posts lie near enough together to arrange this 
campaign without involving any expense for the trans- 
portation of troops, and the campaign will take the place 
of the usual long practice march. This combines the 
practice march with the instruction that is to be derived 
from a maneuver campaign, and will add greatly to the 
interest of the march. It is probable that similar cam- 
paigns of considerable magnitude may be arranged in 
future years, to be participated in by large garrisons 
located in the same general region, as, for example, the 
garrisons of Riley, Leavenworth, Des “Moines, Fort 
Omaha and Fort Crook. 
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With the retirement of Brig. Gen. William P. Hall, 
Col. Henry P. McCain again assumes the duty of the 
Adjutant General. President Taft has absolutely taken 
no steps toward filling the vacancy with a permanent 
appointment. It is understood that he has decided not 
to fill this vacancy nor any of the five vacancies in the 
general officers of the Army until after the Chicago 
convention adjourns. His time is so taken up with 
campaign matters and general legislation that he will 
be unable to find time to consider the larger Army 
appointments until the adjournment of the convention. 
As was stated in our last issue, Brig. Gen. George S. 
Anderson has made an application for retirement. When 
this is approved four vacancies in the rank of brigadier 
general will be created. One of them will result from 
the promotion of a brigadier general to fill the vacancy 
in the rank of major general. 








Successful tests have recently been conducted by the 
Ordnance Department of the Army with blank ammuni- 
tion containing dummy projectiles. It is designed to use 
these projectiles where there is not sufficient range to 
fire regular projectiles. While the projectiles, it is 
thought, will be of considerable use to the National 
Guard, they will not be needed in the Army, because the 
Army has a sufficient range for all Field Artillery prac- 
tice at Fort Sill. The dummy projectile has a wooden 
head and base with a cardboard bottom, filled with iron 
fillings. When discharged it breaks up near the muzzle 
of the gun and it does not carry over 1,000 yards. Its 
chief merit is that it gives the gun all of the recoil of a 
loaded shell. The only difference between the dummy 
projectile and the regular loaded shell is in the practice 
of making hits. 
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The Surgeon General of the Army and the Surgeon 
General of the Navy are preparing regulations for the 
new Red Cross organization authorized by the recent act 
of Congress, which will become a part of the Army in 
the event of war. Members of the Red Cross will be as 
much under the direction of the Secretary of War and 
Secretary of the Navy as any other part of the regular 
military or naval establishments. ‘The regulations of 
the Army Red Cross organizations will be set forth in a 
circular which will come from the press in a week or ten 
days. It has not been decided whether a general order 
will be issued by the Navy Department or in what form 
the regulations of the Navy will be published. Owing 
to the different conditions of the two Services the regula- 
tions will not be the same. 
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Unless Congress passes a joint resolution continuing 
Navy appropriations the Navy will be run on credit from 
July 1 until the Naval Appropriation’ bill is signed by 
the President. There is an agreement between the Senate 
and the House not to transact any business from June 
15 until July 1, when the fiscal year ends. After that 
date the Navy will be without funds until the bill now 
pending before Congress becomes a law. Judging by the 
present progress of business Congress will not adjourn 
before Aug. 1. A similar condition in the Army will 
result if the President vetoes the Army Appropriation 
bill. If he does not sign it or veto it by June 24 the bill 
will become a law. 

















OUR GERMAN VISITORS.

Sunday, June 9, and Monday was so great that the 
officers finally had to keep a number of sightseers from 
coming on board, after several persons had fallen into 
the water. The harbor officials had established rules 
for the government of the small boats and the regulation 
of the prices, and the extortion and unseemly behavior of 
the boatmen so conspicuous during the Hudson-Fulton 
celebration in 1909 were changed for the better. One 
launch that was cought in a swell alongside the von 
Moltke and, filled with men and women, threatened to 
fill with water, was got out of trouble by the prompt 
action of Prince Henry, who gave the necessary orders 
that brought several German sailors to the rescue. 

Lieut. Col. Cornelius Vanderbilt, N.G.N.Y., enter- 
tained a party of fifty guests at the New York Yacht 
Club, New York city, at dinner, June 11, which included 
Rear Admiral von Rebeur-Paschwitz and other officers 
of the German squadron and Rear Admiral Cameron 
McR. Winslow, U.S.N., commanding the Second Division 
of the Atlantic Fleet. Others in the party were Commo- 
dore ©. Ledyard Blair, New York Yacht Club; Mayor 
Gaynor, Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., Capt. Albert 
Gleaves, U.S.N., Major Gen. John F, O’Ryan, N.G.N.Y., 
Commodores J. Insley Blair, Arthur Curtiss James, F. 
G. Bourne and Wilson Marshall, N.Y.Y.C., Lieut. R. F. 
Zorbaum, U.S.N., Lieut. Comdr. D. F. Sellers, U.S.N., 
detailed as personal aid to the German Admiral; Capt. 
Roger Welles, U.S.N., of the Louisiana; Capt. Thomas 
Snowden, U.S.N., of the South Carolina; Capt. J. A. 
Hoogewerff, U.S.N., of the Kansas, and Capt. James H. 
Olner, of the New Hampshire. 

The German rear admiral was the host of Mayor 
Gaynor and hundreds of other citizens on board the von 
Moltke on the afternoon of June 11. Among those 
present were the captains of the American_battleships. 
Receptions were held also on board the Bremen and 
Stettin, and about one-third of the force of enlisted men 
spent the afternoon at Coney Island. Lieutenant Com- 
mander Sellers, U.S.N., American aid to the German 
admiral, welcomed the guests at the head of the gangway. 
That the Germans know how to entertain on their 
warships was shown by the exhibition given on the battle 
cruiser. German sailors, dressed in costume, sang Ger- 
man folk songs and danced German dances, while the 
athletes of the crew wrestled, did feats on the horizontal 
bars, and, finally, with the big gunners and seamen as a 
foundation, twenty of the Moltke’s agile young men set 
everybody to cheering when in a jiffy they piled up on 
one another’s shoulders into an almost perfect human 
pyramid. 

A kommers was given on the evening of June 12 at 
the Hotel Astor by nearly three thousand enthusiastic 
German-Americans. There was much singing and playing 
of the national airs of both countries and a few speeches, 
among which was one by Rear Admiral Winslow, U.S.N. 
As a reply to the telegram from the German Emperor to 
those in charge of the reception of the German _ fleet, 
expressing his thanks for the courtesies extended, the 
kommers committee headed by Herman Ridder sent a 
cable message to the Kaiser in behalf of the united 
German societies extending greetings to His Majesty. 
Among the guests at the kommers were city officials and 
officers of the escorting American fleet. The first private 
entertainment at which the German officers were guests 
was that at the home of James Speyer at Scarborough 
on the Hudson, the trip thither giving the Germans a 
chance to see the beauties of the American Rhine. They 
made the journey up the river on the yacht of Commo- 
dore C. Ledyard Blair, of New York. The American 
officers at the luncheon at the Speyer home were Admiral 
Winslow. Lieuts. R. F. Zogbaum and L. H. Lacy, Cap- 
tains Welles, Snowden, Oliver, Hoogewerff and Gleaves 
and Lieutenant Commander Sellers, A message ex- 
pressing the hope for a continuance of friendly relations 
between the two countries was sent to the Kaiser at the 
suggestion of the citizens’ committee. On Thursday our 
German visitors bade us farewell, and the von Moltke 
turned her prow homeward. They were escorted out of 
the harbor by our ships of war. 
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INSTRUCTIONS FOR JOINT MANEUVERS. 

Recent instructions sent division headquarters from 
the War Department outline very fully the new type of 
maneuver campaign to be had in the joint maneuvers this 
summer. Each of these campaigns is to be a continuous 
development of a single general situation from the first 
to the last day of the maneuver period, and is to be so 
planned that interest will be aroused and stimulated 
by the contact of patrols early in campaign (on the 
tirst day, if practicable) and by minor engagements of 
larger reconnoitering bodies and detachments growing 
in importance and magnitude as the campaign progresses. 
The situation is to be so ordered that the maneuverin 
forces will at all times be under the complete contro 
of the division commander, who shall exercise this control 
in person or through his chief umpire. This control over 
the contending forces is essential to the successful and 
economical attainment of the main purposes of the cam- 
paign, and to the end that it may be insured. | 

In making arrangements for the campaign and in the 
operations attending it due consideration will be given 
the unseasoned condition of the Militia troops participat- 
ing therein, to the end that they may not be called upon 
to make exertions in excess of those for which they are 
fitted. In this connection the following will be observed: 

(a) Excepting in emergencies or when very unusual 
conditions have to be met, the marches of foot troops 
should not exceed five miles for the first march, and be 
gradually increased to not more than eight miles for 
the last two marches. Division commanders will make 
every effort to insure the Militia reporting with shoes 
properly fitted and broken in. 

(b) During the first four marches commanders of 
dismounted Militia organizations will be authorized to 
have such portions of the packs, excepting the poncho 
and shelter half, carried on the wagons of the combat or 
field trains, as they may deem best. Thereafter the 
division commanders will determine what portion of 
the pack may be carried in the wagons, provided that 
tne dismounted Militia organizations are not required 
to carry the full pack before the final day of the cam- 
paign. The full pack will be carried by the soldier from 
home stations to concentration points, and on the return 
journey to home stations. The field trains may 
increased as necessary for the purpose of carrying packs. 

(c) The plans will be so prepared that both contend- 
ing forces shall remain in their camps during all of at 
least one day, which will be devoted to the solution 
of minor tactical problems or other instructive exercises. 
In a maneuver campaign of seven days or more at least 
two such halts are desirable. As far as practicable these 
halts should be logical pauses, which would occur in the 
operations in real warfare. Outposts will be maintained 
and reconnaissances made during these halts as though 
the warfare were real. All Regular and Militia troops 
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excepting outposts and reconnoitering detachments will 
participate in these problems and other exercises. 

(d) The instructions contained in sub-paragraphs (a) 
ira (b) above do not apply to troops of the Regular 

rmy. 

To insure the operations following the general pre- 
arranged plan, it may be necessary when large commands 
are operating with portions thereof on widely separated 
roads (as may be the case in the campaign near New 
York city) to make the commanders of the opposing 
forces the senior umpires of their respective sides for the 
portion of the campaign prior to the close contact which 
immediately precedes the general engagement. Their 
duties as senior umpires would be to carry out the in- 
structions of the chief umpire (speaking for the division 
commander). Any other procedure decided upon by 
the division commander may be followed, provided it 
accomplishes the desired object—namely, the conduct of 
the operations in accordance with the detailed pre- 
arranged plan. 
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OFFICERS TO BE RELIEVED. 


Between 150 and 200 officers will be relieved from their 
present stations and details if the Army Appropriation 
bill is signed by the President. They include most of the 
officers in the office of the Chief of Bureau of Insular 
Affairs, aside from the Chief; practically all of the 
Philippine Constabulary, a good share of those with the 
Canal Commission, below the rank of colonel, eleven 
from the General Staff; all of the officers of the Division 
of Militia Affairs, except one; quite a number of in- 
structor-inspectors of Militia; six military attachés and 
a number from the Army War College and West Point. 
The largest number to be relieved will be instructors 
from the Military Academy and Service Schools.

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HOUSE FINALLY ADOPTS ARMY BILL. 


A great variety of scandals were aired in the debate 
in the House June 13 on the acceptance of the conference 
report on the Army bill, which was finally adopted after 
a long wrangle by a vote of 120 ayes to 89 noes, 181 not 
voting. 

Representative Prince began the fight against the 
report by characterizing it as “an insult to the Army, 
the House and the country,” and in the debate which 
followed Representative Cooper brought in the name of 
Senator Hanna. 

“In all my public career,” Mr. Cooper said, “I know 
of no officer who has been so malignantly misrepresented 
as General Wood. I was told on the very best authority 
that when General Wood was in charge of affairs in 


Cuba a certain Senator asked him what he proposed to 
do about Major Rathbone, Director of Posts af Cuba 
then involved in the postal frauds. : 
ial ‘Senator,’ responded Wood, ‘I propose to prosecute 

““Do that, Wood,’ replied the Senator, ‘and I will see 
to it that you never rise higher than captain in the 
Service.’ 

“Since that time,” continued Mr. Cooper, “that Senator 
and his powerful friends have hounded him.” 

Representative Martin, of Colorado, followed, with an 
attack on one of the Senate conferees, and pointed out 
that among the Army posts which the War Department 
proposed to abolish, but which would now be left to the 
disposal of a commission, was Fort D. A. Russell, near 
Cheyenne, Wyo. He also made reference te Brigadier 
General Pershing and his rapid rise in the Army. The 
General is a son-in-law of Senator Warren, of Wyoming, 
chairman of the Senate Fp eng oa Committee, ex- 
chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee and 
one of the conferees on the bill. Mr. Martin referred to 
General Wood as the ablest Army officer he had ever met, 

‘Although he recommended the abolition of the De- 
partment of Colorado, which was located in my district,” 
continued Mr. Martin, “I do not wish to disqualify him 
because of his action. I questioned him for several hours 
when he appeared before the committee and came to the 
conclusion that he is the ablest Army officer I ever met. 
I never saw such a base prostitution of legislative power 
as is involved in this proposition since I have been in 
Congress. He is being made a victim for having recom- 
mended the abolition of the Army posts.” 

“Undoubtedly there are gentlemen whose condition 
would be improved if General Wood were legislated out 
of office,” shouted Mr. Martin. ‘Men in the Army who 
are sons-in-law of legislators and who have been allowed 
tu jump seven hundred numbers over the heads of other 
officers to a brigadier generalship, would have a better 
chance of promotion if a man of General Wood’s type 
were disqualified.” 

In the names of the commission of retired officers 
which would dispose of the posts was that of General 
Humphrey. Mr. Martin demanded to know if the General 
had advised the House conferees. Chairman Hay, of the 
Military Affairs Committee, admitted that it was so. 

“Well,” retorted Representative Martin, ‘General 
— as you well know, is the agent for the powder 
rust. 

Representative Cooper interrupted to ask if Senator du 
Pont had not been one of the Senate conferees. Chairman 
Hay replied that the Senator repeatedly had declared he 
had severed his connection with the du Pont powder 
companies when he entered public life. 

The minority leader, Mr. Mann, agreed with Mr. 
Martin’s view regarding General Humphrey. 

“With his connection with a concern that sells sup- 
plies to the Army we would cast odium on ourselves if 
we were to appoint him,” he said. “Such an appointment 
would be contrary to all sense of justice.” 

In his defense of the report the chairman of the Mili- 
tary Committee declared General Wood’s removal was 
for the good of the Army and that the General had 
proved himself ‘‘an incompetent Chief of Staff.” 

“The provision affecting General Wood,” said Mr. Hay, 
“was put into the bill because the conferees believed it 
was good general legislation. It was not aimed at any 
person. I prepared this provision with the view that 
only an officer who has had long experience in serving 
with troops should have the office of Chief of Staff. I 
originated the idea and accept the responsibility for it.” 

Representative Gillette, of Massachusetts, said the 
provision defining the qualifications of the Chief of Staff 
had not been thought of until after the feud developed 
between General Wood and General Ainsworth, which 
ended in General Ainsworth’s retirement to avoid a 
court-martial. 

Representative Kahn characterized the measure as 
“exceedingly vicious legislation.” He pointed out that 
three of the retired generals who are to be made members 
of the board on Army posts have already made a report 
on that question. 

_ This old report was favorable to Fort D. A. Russell, 
in Senator Warren’s state. 

Chairman Hay said in reply to a question by Repre- 
sentative Kahn that he was not aware of the existence 
of this report until after the conference report had been 
agreed upon. 

Mr. Prince called attention to the injustice of reducing 
the travel pay of 75,000 to 80,000 enlisted men who are 
under contract with the Government, cutting squarely 
in two the travel pay and allowance of the present en- 
listed force. In this, as he claimed, the conferees exceeded 
their jurisdiction, as they had in the matter of providing 
for a commission to report on the abandonment of Army 
posts. Mr. Crumpacker also questioned the jurisdiction 
of the conference committee, saying: “I repeat—and I 
want to emphasize it, Mr. Speaker—that the question 
of the authorization of Army officers to be detailed as 
Chief of Staff was not in disagreement between the two 
Houses and was not in the original text. It was not put 
in dispute by the Senate striking out the entire original 
a It is substitutive legislation upon a new proposi- 

ion, 

A long debate arose on the question whether or not 
the conferees had exceeded their authority, and a point 
of order was raised which the chair overruled. 

Denying a published statement, Mr. Hay asserted that 
the bill does not affect a single officer of Engineers on 

the Panama Canal. Nor does it affect in any way the 
Army War College, the details to the College being from 





the Army at large, and not from the General Staff. As 
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to the statement concerning General Crozier and Colonel 
Goethals, Mr. Hay said it was never intended that the 
men who are in the specialized, like the Engineers and 
Ordnance, should be made Chief of Staff. As to the 
proviso relating to the Chief of Staff, he said: “In the 
preparation of this provision, which I prepared myself 
and for which I take the responsibility, it did not come 
into my mind as to whether or not it would affect this. 
that or the other man, but I pre ared it with a view of 
obtaining hereafter as Chief of Staff of the Army men 
who had had the necessary experience.” 

In answer to a question Mr. Hay said officers of the 
Commissary Department are not affected by the con- 
solidation at all, A clerical error was made in an attempt 
to prevent their losing relative rank by referring to 
the Army Register of 1912 instead of that of 1911, but 
it is proposed to correct this in the Military Academy

” Mr. Quezon, delegate from the Philippines, in a brief

ELOQUENT PLEA FOR THE NAVY. 


Cne of the members of Congress who shows an intelli- 
gent appreciation of the value of our Navy and its 
indispensable importance to the defense and the dignity 
of the country is the able Senator from Virginia, Hon. 
Claude A. Swanson. In a long speech on the Naval 
Appropriation bill Mr. Swanson set forth the argument 
for our Navy in so convincing a manner that it is hard 
to :inderstand why any of his fellow-members could be 
found indifferent to his argument. Among many things 
worthy of reproduction if space permitted Mr. Swanson 
Sala : 

“The inquiry naturally presents itself, Why do nations, 
for the purposes of offensive or defensive warfare, depend 
now more upon navies than upon armies? ‘The reason 
is evident. The oceans, which were formerly considered 
barriers of separation between nations, have, since the 
introduction and use of steam, become the easiest and 
best means of communication. Water now closely joins 
nations. It no longer severs them. New York for all 
purposes of commerce or war is closer to London than 
to San Francisco. 

“The history of the world teaches one sure lesson, 
that naval supremacy ultimately means national pre- 
eminence and triumph. More than ever before sea power 
is the best and strongest military power. The rise and 
fall of nations and empires teach the same lesson, that 
national safety and national success are inseparable 
from naval strength and power. 

“The time has not arrived for this nation to abandon 
her policy of yearly increasing the naval power. The 
necessity for an adequate Navy is greater to-day to us 
than ever before in our history. It has been aptly said 
that the Monroe Doctrine, the maintenance of which is 
indispensable to our national honor, prestige and safety, 
is no stronger than is the American Navy. The Panama 
Canal, bringing to this nation unequaled opportunities 
for commerce and trade, even if fortified will remain 
under our control only so long as our Navy is sufficient 
to insure us its possession. ur vast foreign commerce, 
exceeding to-day that of any nation, is only secure when 
sustained by a sufficient Navy. The best protection to 
our colonial possessions and our long coast lines skirting 
the Atlantic and the Pacific Oceans is our Navy. 

“Mr. President, wars do not come now, as formerly, 
after years of protracted differences and ill-will, but they 
come suddenly like summer storms, unheralded and un- 
expected. The advantages of quick, decisive action are 
now so great that in the future wars will come like 
lightning bolts from almost clear skies. Nations must 
be prepared in naval armaments if they are to have 
success upon the seas. 

“But, Mr. President, the present and annual increase 
of our Navy is most imperative from another considera- 
tion. Many of our present battleships will soon be 
uscless for the purposes of naval warfare. The life of 
a battleship is limited. 

“Besides, fortifications and forts are stationary and 
must await the attack of the enemy. If they are strong 
the enemy never approaches them. Forts and fortifica- 
tions have never yet been decisive in warfare. A battle- 
ship, as effective in destructive power as a fort, can be 
carried where needed. It seeks and does not await the 
enemy. It goes where defense and protection are needed. 
America’s safety from attack lies far more in an adequate 
Navy than in fortifications. 

“In America’s galaxy of greatness no names shine 
with more sparkling splendor than those of her naval 
heroes. It can be rightly said that the history of our 
Navy from the beginning has been ‘one blaze of glory, 
without a single blot of shame.’ Sirs, if this nation is 
to attain the summit of her possible usefulness and great- 
hess it must come through her Navy—its power, its 
triumph and its success.”

ACCOUNTING FOR NAVAL HOSPITALS. 


Surgeon General Stokes is now engaged in instituting 
a Lew accounting system for naval hospitals. The present 
system does not really furnish the administrative heads 
of these institutions with the necessary summaries and 
analyses of the cost of maintenance of hospitals. The 
hospital reeords are also incomplete with reference to 
co:t, fund from which paid and date of completion of 
buildings and other permanent construction. While this 
is due in part to the limited scope of the present bill 
book, it develops that the records have been kept without 
any definite plan in view. The result of this is that 
there is no uniformity in the accounting system of hos- 
Pitals. The new system adopted by the Surgeon General 
is in harmony with the general business methods of the 
Secretary of the Navy. In explanatory notes on the new 
system the Surgeon General says: 

The Bureau considers it a matter of great importance that 
the several hospitals adopt a uniform system of accounting: 
(1) With a view of providing a means of accurately classi- 
fying expenditures, so that summaries may be made which 
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will be significant and admit of analysis; (2) to be as- 
sured that the same system will be continued from year to 
year and can be carried forward without confusion when the 
personnel is changed; (3) to provide an authoritative and 
permanent record of the date of completion and cost of build- 
ings, their equip t, per t construction of all kinds 
as well as the current expenses of maintenance and opera- 
tion. 

The medical officer in command will see that the pharma- 
cist of the hospital, who is responsible for the correct ac- 
counting in the administrative office, or, if there is no 
pharmacist, the hospital steward, carefully studies the new 
book and the explanatory notes, as well as the entries on the 
guide page inserted in front of the book, before attempting 
to post requisitions and vouchers, in order that he may be- 
come familiar with the new system, and to make sure that 
this work is being carried out uniformly at all hospitals. If 
after a careful study of all matters pertaining to the new 
bill-book any questions arise which are not clear, or if there 
is any hesitancy as to the proper method of procedure in 
connection with any entry, it is desired that the Bureau be 
communicated with, it being deemed of primary importance 
to have the initial work carried out in accordance with in- 
structions. 

Information contained in ‘‘Instructions to Medical Officers, 
1909,’’ relating to the naval hospital fund, and the ‘‘Digest 
of Appropriations’? forwarded annually to all hospitals will 
help to make clear the entries under the heading ‘‘Appropria- 
tion.’’ 

The Bureau is having prepared a new form to replace the 
present ‘‘Statement of Cost of Maintenance,’’ for submis- 
sion as heretofore at the termination of each fiscal year. The 
information to be entered on this form will be taken in 
great part from the bill-book after totals in the latter have 
been computed, A comparison of the cost of the individual 
departments at the several hospitals can then be made in the 
Bureau. . 

A uniform system of keeping accounts in the Commissary 
Department at all naval hospitals is also desired, and_ with 
this end in view the following mentioned forms will be 
adopted on July 1, 1912: (a) Commissary Ledger; (b) Re- 
ceipt and Expenditure Voucher; (c) Ration Memoranda ? 

The order book and all other forms now in use in connec- 
tion with keeping accounts in the Commissary Department 
will be abolished. } 

One copy of the Commissary Ledger and a quantity of the 
other new forms mentioned are being forwarded under sep- 
arate cover. Sample pages for illustration and guidance in 
the use of these new forms are also being provided. The 
general method of keeping accounts in the Commissary De- 
partment in connection with these new forms is explained in 
detail under enclosure marked ‘‘Explanatory Notes in re 
Commissary Forms.’’ % j 

Consideration should be given to the question of. reducing 
the number of open purchase requisitions from hospitals. As 
the new bill-book provides for the necessary classification of 
purchases into the several hospital departments under ‘*Analy- 
sis of Expenditures’’ no reason remains for limiting requisi- 
tions in this respect. The only consideration in preparing 
open purchase requisitions for the purchase of supplies, etc., 
is the question of the appropriation involved, as it is pre- 
scribed (Art. 1172, Par. 2 (a), N.R., 1909) that: ‘They 
must embrace only articles required under one appropriation. 

Commanding officers of hospitals will see that persons 
charged with the duty of preparing requisitions are thor- 
oughly familiar with the section in the Regulations for the 
Government of the Navy, 1909, Art. 1169, et seq., pertaining 
to the open purchase of supplies. ad . 

To assist the purchasing pay officer in preparing pro- 
posals to secure bids from several dealers it is well to have 
the items of a similar nature on a requisition, or, those any 
one dealer would probably bid on, follow in sequence on the 
face of the requisition.

REVENUE CUTTER SERVICE. 


The subject of appropriations for the Revenue Cutter 
Service came up during the consideration of the Sundry 
Civil Appropriation bill in the House June 8, the amount 
allowed in the bill being in all $2,260,000, including the 
following: “Not exceeding $150 for medals for excel- 
lence in marksmanship; contingent expenses, including 
wharfage, towage, dockage, freight, advertising, surveys, 
labor and all other necessary miscellaneous expenses 
which are not included under special heads, $2,260,000.” 

The Clerk read as follows: “No -additional appoint- 
ments as cadets or cadet engineers shall be made in the 
Revenue Cutter Service unless hereafter authorized by 
Congress.” 


Mr. Adamson: “Mr, Chairman, I think that is clearly 
subject to a point of order.” : 

This point of order was overruled. During the debate 
Mr. Adamson read the following as the text of a bill 
agreed upon by the two bureaus in the Treasury Depart- 
ment concerned : 

Hereafter vacancies in the grades of third lieutenant and 
third lieutenant of engineers in the Revenue Cutter Service 
may be filled by the appointment of persons who have suc- 
cessfully completed the course of instruction at the U.S. Naval 
Academy: Provided, That no such appointment shall be made 
after the expiration of one year from the time of graduation 
of the applicant from the Naval Academy: And provided 
further, That such applicant shall pass a satisfactory physical 
examination prescribed by the Secretary of the Treasury. 

Mr. Mann: “If the gentleman will pardon me, I 
sincerely hope, as at present advised, that that will not 
become the law. The training at the school maintained 
by the Revenue Cutter Service is so far superior to the 
training at Annapolis, as far as seamanship is concerned, 
that the Revenue Cutter Service has to-day the best 
navigators and the best seamen on the ocean, and it ought 
not to be placed at the mercy of young men coming out 
of Annapolis and going into the Revenue Cutter Service 
before they have learned how to manage a vessel.” 

Mr. Adamson: “And it would not be any cheaper, 
either.” 

Mr. Mann: “No; far more expensive.” 

Mr. Fitzgerald: “Mr. Chairman, the statement of the 
Assistant Secretary of the Treasury is very clear. Mr. 
Bailey said to the committee: ‘My understanding is that 
when the present class graduates in 1913, if the school 
should be discontinued until 1920, the Service will not 
be depleted more than fourteen officers. That is, there 
will not be more than fourteen vacancies in the Service 
by 1920. I think the Service has been running with 
about fourteen vacancies.’ ; 

“he committee found this a very expensive school. 
It did not know whether it would be wise to recommend 
that it be discontinued at this time. Recalling the testi- 
mony upon other occasions of gentlemen connected with 
the Revenue Cutter Service, who asserted that the train- 
ing at the Naval Academy was of a character entirely 
different from that required for Revenue Cutter Service, 
the committee had some doubt as _ to whether the 
graduates of the Naval Academy would have that training 
and equipment requisite for the Revenue Cutter Service. 
Moreover, it is apparent that the only graduates from 
the Naval Academy who would enter the Revenue Cutter 
Service would be those who for one reason or. another 
could not enter the naval service. It is doubtful whether 
it is advisable to make the Revenue Cutter Service a port 
of refuge for the Naval Academy, and the committee 
simply believed that in view of the situation it was desir- 
able to stop appointing cadets in the Service until such 
time as the conditions would justify additional appoint- 
ments. Such appointments could then be made b 
authority of Congress. For the next seven years we will 


be educating a number of young gentlemen for this Serv- 
ice at a cost of 600 each a year, without any possi- 
bility of utilizing them in the Service.” 





THE SIXTY-SECOND CONGRESS. 
SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 


The Senate June 7 passed the bill (H.R. 23626) to 
appropriate $300,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary, to equip all Army transports with all lifeboats 
and rafts necessary to accommodate every person for 
which transportation facilities are now provided on said 
transports, and the crew of said transports. 

In the Senate June 8 Mr. Poindexter submitted an 
amendment proposing to appropriate $40,000 for over- 
hauling and making necessary repairs to the steamer 
Albatross, etc., intended to be proposed by him to the 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bi!l. 

In introducing his resolution with reference to the use 
of the Army and Navy on foreign soil (S. Res. 334) Mr, 
Bacon said: “I have been impressed with the idea that, 
both in the case of Mexico and in the case of Cuba, these 
disturbances, insurrections and rebellions are inspired and 
to a large extent financed in the United States. How 
easy it is among some of leaders in eastern Cuba, where 
the population is of a mixed character, to furnish a little 
money for those leaders among the mulattoes—the colored 
people—to finance them to some extent so as to enable 
them to gather a crowd of men around them, to burn a 
few cane mills, to destroy a few plantations, and then 
to raise a hue and cry that peace and order cannot be 
maintained in Cuba and therefore it is necessary to annex 
it to the United States. I remember an incident that 
occurred some years ago during a disturbance which had 
arisen prior to the time when we last took charge of 
the Cuban government. The editor of a large Western 
paper sent me a telegram before we sent our troops down 
there asking whether I did not think the only solution 
was to annex Cuba. I replied that I did not think that 
was the solution, but that the solution was to stop our 
own people from creating, building up and financing dis- 
turbances. That paper never published my answer; and 
from that day to this it has treated me with a frigidity 


that would indicate the proximity of i

Senator Root June 8 introduced a_ resolution granting 
the use of some public ground in Washington for the 
erection “of a joint memorial, of simple and artistic 
form, to Major Archibald W. Butt, U.S.A., and Mr. 
Francis Davis Millet, vice-chairman of the Commission 
of Fine Arts, officers of the United States who perished 
in the Titanic disaster; Provided, That the site chosen 
and the design of the memorial shall be approved by the 
President of the United States upon the advice of the 
Commission of Fine Arts, and that the United States 
shall be put to no expense in or by the erection of the 
said memorial.” In reply to Senator McCumber, who 
objected to having two of the victims of the Titanic 
disaster thus distinguished above others, Mr. Root said: 
“If anyone else had had in his lifetime the associations 
with the place that Major Butt and Mr. Millet had, I 
should say it was equally appropriate that they should 
be commemorated there. But no one else had. Major 
Butt spent a large part of his mature years in the White 
House as aid to the President, and Mr. Millet devoted 
many years of faithful and unselfish service to the public 
in the beautification of Washington, serving upon the 
Art Commission. Their memory is necessarily connected 
with the very place where it is proposed to put this 
modest little tablet upon the drinking fountain, A few 
of their friends have raised a small sum—only three or 
four thousand dollars—for this modest little memorial to 
them. If anyone else had associations with the place 
the memorial to them might well go there. But this, for 
these two men, is like putting in their own homes 
memorials to any of the people that went down on the 
Titanic. This was their home. This was where we knew 
them in their lives, and this is where their friends would 
be glad to see some little thing to commemorate them.” 


The Navy Department is opposed to the bills (H.R. 
256 and 8907) to advance Lieutenant Sores E. 
Morse one grade on the retired list, saying: “Lieutenant 
Morse’s record of service does not show anything of such 
particularly meritorious nature as to warrant the enact- 
ment of the proposed special legislation in his favor. 
For the reasons above stated the Department is strongly 
opposed to the provision which would place him upon 
three-fourths pay from the date of retirement and thereby 
give him a large sum of back pay, and, as also stated, it 
is believed that any legislation giving him an advance in 
grade for Civil War service should be general legislation 
affecting all the officers (six in number) similarly 
situated.” The Department also objects to the bill (H.R. 
20584) for the relief of Capt. Ellis B. Miller. 

The Senate Committee on Military Affairs on June 13 
reported favorably on H.R. 23934, a bill to authorize the 
appointment of Harold Hancock Taintor to the grade 
of second lieutenant in the Army. A favorable report 
on the same bill has been made by the House Committee 
on Military Affairs. Mr. Taintor took the required 
examination in the Philippines for commission in the 
Army in January, 1912, while an officer of the Philippine 
Scouts. He was found physically, mentally and morally 
qualified. Owing to delay in transmission of the papers, 
through no fault of Mr. Taintor, they did not arrive in 
the Department until a few days after he had passed the 
age limit. The bill has the approval of the War Depart- 
ment. On the same day the Senate Committee reported 
favorably on a bill authorizing the construction of a 
tunnel under Fort Mason for the Panama Exposition 
Company. 

_ The Senate June 10 passed the bill (S. 6798) authoriz- 
ing the erection of a hotel on the Fort Huachuca Military 
Reservation in Arizona. 

The Senate June 11 passed the bill authorizing the 
President in his discretion to appoint Robert H. Peck 
to the grade of captain of Infantry, U.S.A., to take rank 
at the foot of the list of captains. In calling up the bill 
Senator Works said: “I have examined the evidence 
quite carefully, and it has been examined by the Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs of the Senate and also by 
the Committee on Military Affairs of the House and 
favorable reports have been made in both cases. It is 
quite evident that the verdict which was reached was 
too harsh and unjust. This is simply an effort to restore 
him with the loss of time and pay. I think it is an 
entirely just bill.” 

In the Legislative, etc., Appropriation bill the follow- 
ing amendments were inserted by the House: 

On or before the 30th day of June, 1912. the Secretary of 
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War shall cause a reorganization to be made of the clerical 
and other office force of the War Department, herein pro- 
vided for, so as to reduce the whole number of said force not 
less than ten per cent., and the salaries or compensation of 
all places herein provided for in said department that may 
be embraced within such reduction shall not be available for 
expenditure, but shall lapse and be covered into the Treasury. 


And the services of skilled draftsmen, civil engineers, and . 


such other services as the Secretary of War may deem neces- 
sary, mey be employed only in the office of the Chief of Engi- 
neers, to carry into effect the various appropriations for 
rivers and harbors, fortifications, and surveys, to be paid 
from such appropriations: Provided, That the expenditures 
on this account for the fiscal year 1913 shall not exceed 
$42,000; and that the Secretary of War shall each year, in 
the annual estimates, report to Congress the number -of per- 
sons so employed, their duties, and the amount paid to each. 

S. 6978, which passed the Senate May 30, provides a 
pension of $30 a month for the widow of Alex S. Webb, 
late U.S.A., and brigadier general and major general, 
U.S.V., and the same amount for the widow of the late 
Rear Admiral Samuel R. Franklin, U.S.N. Of these 
two widows the Committee on Pensions say in their 
favorable report: “Mrs. Webb is in feeble health and 
practically helpless and often unable to leave her home 
for periods of two months at a time. Mrs. Franklin 
was granted pension of $30 per month as the widow of 
Col. Arthur H. Dutton, which pension she received to 
the date of her marriage to Admiral Franklin. Mrs. 
Franklin is now seventy-two years of age and a helpless 
invalid, confined to her room and requiring the constant 
attendance of a trained nurse and the constant attention 
of a physician, which is a source of continued expense 
to her. It is conceded that she has a life interest in 
some property, but it is only her home, the use and 
occupancy of which she has in conjunction with her 
daughter and grandchildren. She cannot sell it, and it 
affords her nothing but a shelter, and is to some extent 
an expense to her. At her husband’s death she was left 
with some insurance money, but this has all been ex- 
hausted in living expenses and in the payment of a 
nurse and medical attendance, and she is now pote, 
without other means of support than her small pension.” 
The committee recommend the bill pensioning the widow 
of Admiral Schley, reducing the amount from $100 to 
$50, saying: “Under the rules of your committee the 
maximum allowance for widows’ pension is per 
month. That has been the rule of the committee for 
many years and has been uniformly followed by the com- 
mittee. They can see no reason for making an exception 
in this case.’ In a favorable report on the bill (S. 1152) 
to give the widow of Rear Admiral Arent S. Crownin- 
shield, U.S.N., $50 a month, the committee say: “Mrs. 
Crowninshield was married to the deceased officer July 
27, 1870. She is now sixty-six years of age, in delicate 
health, and also in straightened circumstances. . Her 
income is limited to an annuity of $500 a year, and she 
also has some property at Seal Harbor, Mount Desert, 
Me., which. however, is heavily encumbered and yields 
her no income, but is a source of much expense.” The 
committee reduce the amount from $100 to $50 a month. 


The Senate June 12 passed H.J. Res. 299, proposing 
an international maritime conference to consider uniform 
laws and regulations for the greater security of life and 
property in merchant vessels at sea, and appropriating 
$10,000 to pay the expenses of the United States at said 
conference. Mr. Burnham submitted an amendment pro- 
viding for the appointment of two civilian instructors 
in the Revenue Cutter Service, intended to be proposed 
by him to the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill. 

In May, 1906, Dr. George P. Heard failed to pass his 
professional examination for promotion. to captain, re- 
ceiving only 73.2 per cent., when the minimum require- 
ment was a general average of 75 per cent. In reporting 
favorably the bill (H.R. 23080) permitting Dr. Heard 
to have another examination the House Military Com- 
mittee say: “The examination showed such a record as 
would justify either average. No examiner could mark 
the same papers again and come within two per cent. of 
his first average. In still other words, it appears to the 
committee that in marking Dr. Heard’s papers this way 
they were simply put below 75 per cent. by this small 
fraction in order that Dr. Heard might not be passed. 
The committee is of the opinion that Dr. Heard should 
be permitted to stand another examination. Another 
consideration with the committee is that all other line 
officers are allowed to stand a second examination, and 
the committee does not see why these medical officers 
should not have a second opportunity to stand this exami- 
nation, and especially in view of the fact that the differ- 
ence between the required per cent. and the per cent. 
which the board found Dr. Heard had made is so very 
small. The committee recommends that the bill be 
passed.” . Thirty-two testimonials and certificates to Dr. 
Heard’s abilities and excellent record form part of the 
report.

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GROUNDING OF THE U.S.S. NEBRASKA. 


U.S.S. Nebraska, Off Key West, Fla., 
June 11, 1912. 
To THE Epitor oF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

As there seems to be a good deal of lack of information 
about the grounding of this ship as she was coming out 
of the Mississippi River, and as one of the New York 
weeklies has published what purports to be a picture of 
her “Aground in the Mississippi,’ I feel it but just to 
the ship to ask you to publish the facts in the case, that 
there may not be any further misrepresentation about it. 

Before leaving New Orleans for Hampton Roads the 
master pilot in New Orleans assured us that twenty-nine 
feet could be carried safely over the bar at the entrance 
to the Southwest Pass. As the South Pass had shoaled 


to but twenty-two feet of water it was necessary for this 
ship, which was drawing twenty-six feet, to go out 
through the Southwest Pass. To make sure that the 
statements of the master pilot were correct soundings 
were taken for three days preceding the passage of the 
ship over the bar, and again the same day that the ship 
went down the river, and upon arrival at Pilot Town 
the pilot who was to take us out assured us that he had 
a first class range with least depth of water of twenty- 
eight feet and a probable rise of from one and a half to 
two feet. With this assurance the ship started out 
through the Southwest Pass, but on the outer bar, when 
exactly on the range, she struck and remained there 
from 2:30 p.m. until 10:40 p.m., when she had dug her 
way through the top of the mud Jump by her own engines, 
without any assistance from any tug or anyone outside 
of the ship. 

The ship has been carefully examined and absolutely 
no injury of any kind has been discovered, and in view 
of the precautions taken by the commanding officer and 
of the unusual river conditions the Navy Department is 
satisfied that everything possible was done for the safety 
of the ship. 

I feel that great injustice has been done to the ship 
by the false statements which have been made in regard 
to’ this grounding, and trust that you will be willing to 
publish the facts, so that the Service at large may be 
informed of the actual conditions.

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The flag of the Commander-in-Chief, Asiatic Fleet, 
has been transferred back to the Saratoga from the Cin- 
cinnati. 

A radiogram received June 7 from the Birmingham, 
which has been on the ice patrol of the North Atlantic, 
said that the vessel is en route to Halifax for coal. 

The U.S. armored cruiser South Dakota, according to 
a newspaper despatch from Manila, disabled her machin- 
ery June 10 while undergoing steaming tests and will 
probably return to the United States for repairs. The 
armored cruiser California, in a test, exceeded her cen- 
tract speed by one knot. 

Two bids were received on June 10 for the sunken 
U.S.S. Yankee, now lying at the bottom of Buzzard’s 
Bay. On condition that the bidders remove the Yankee 
to the deep waters of the bay W. B. Snyder, of Perth 
Amboy, N.J., bid $111 for her, and W. W. Wotherspoon, 
of New York, bid under the same conditions $2,010. The 


Yankee was sunk on Dec. 5, 1905, and all efforts to raise 
her have failed. 


_A boat crew from the U.S.S. Scorpion won another 
victory in a rowing race of two miles against a crew 
from the German guard ship Lorelei at Constantinople, 
Turkey, June 13. The crew from the Scorpion led from 
the start and won easy. The crew was composed of the 
following: Kelly, coxswain ; Sundberg, stroke, and Coen, 
Janiszewski, Nodobney and Salg. 

Mayor W. G. Benbrook, of Natchez, Miss., under date 
of May 25, wrote a letter to the Secretary of the Navy 
expressing his great pleasure and satisfaction at the 
recent visit there of the Nebraska. He spoke of 
the splendid object lesson the ship afforded to the pev. 
ple, and the courtesy of the officers and men. He also 
spoke of the enlisted men as fine specimens of rugg 
sturdy, sober, orderly and intelligent American man. 
hood. “In the name of our people,” concludes Mayor 
Benbrook, “I thank you for having given them the op. 
portunity of seeing and visiting the Nebraska and of 
meeting her officers and men.” 

A bronze tablet erected by the sailors of the U.5.8, 
New Hampshire, to perpetuate the memory of twenty- 
five of the crew who were drowned in the Hudson River, 
off 157th street, New York city, by the upsetting of 9 
launch on Oct. 1, 1910, was unveiled June 12 with be. 
coming ceremony and presented to the city. The tablet 
is imbedded in the granite wall of the pagoda at River. 
side Drive and 151st street.. The inscription on the 
tablet reads: “To the members of the crew of the U.S.S, 
New Hampshire who lost their lives by drowning in the 
North River near the foot of 157th street, Oct. 1, 1910,” 
Then follows the names of the drowned sailors and the 
line: “This memorial was placed here by their ship. 
mates.” Chaplain W. G. Cassard, U.S.N., of the New 
Hampshire, made an address presenting the tablet to 
the city in the name of the shipmates of the drowned 
sailors. Park Commissioner Stover accepted the tablet 
for the city. 

Mrs. Alfred Delcambre, jr., of Bayside, N.Y., in 
memory of her grandfather, Capt. Samuel Chester Reid, 

.S.N., presented to the United States torpedoboat de- 
stroyer Reid, at the New York Navy Yard, on June 9, 
1912, a silver service which is a duplicate of the one 
presented to her grandfather in 1814 by the citizens of 
New York. On the service, which consists of a large 
silver pitcher and two loving cups, are engraved the 
several vessels which took part in the battle of Fayal, 
and the inscriptions “To Capt. S. C. Reid, from his 
fellow citizens of New York, in testimony of his gallant 
defense from the private armed brig General Armstrong 
at Fayal, Sept. 26, 1814, against the boats of the Plan- 
tagenet, 74; Rota, frigate, and Carnation, brig’; and 
“Presented to the U.S.S. Reid, by his granddaughter 
Gabrielle di Cesnola Delcambre.” Following the pre- 
senting of the service to_ the vessel by Mrs. Delcambre, 
Lieut. Comdr. John 8. Doddridge, in command of the 
destroyer Reid, accepted the gift on behalf of the United 
States Government. 


The Navy Department has commended Frank Godfrey, 
fireman, first class, U.S.S. Mohawk, for his gallantry in 
jumping overboard from the U.S.S. Mohawk in the early 
morning of May 26, 1912, and attempting to rescue W. 
F. Flanagan, fireman, first class, U.S.N., who had fallen 
overboard from the U.S.S. Smith. 


Charles Long Wilson, warrant officer’s cook, was 
drowned when he jumped overboard from the U.S.S. 
Buffalo Sunday, June 9, about ten p.m., while temporarily 
insane. The body had not been recovered up-to three 
p.m. the following day. Wilson came from Hillsboro, 
N.C., where his wife, Rebecca Wilson, now lives. He 
had been in the naval service about seven years, 

The commanding officer of the U.S.S. Delaware re- 
ported June 3, that Lawrence Peterson, seaman, was 
crushed between the third steamer and Army tug about 
1:30 a.m., and died about 2 a.m. the same day, before a 
doctor arrived. 


The entire crew of the French submarine Vendemiaire, 
twenty-six officers and men, lost their lives June 8 when 
the submarine was ran into by the battleship St. Louis 
during practice maneuvers. The accident occurred be- 
tween Aurigny Island and Cape Hague in the Race of 
Alderney, where violent tidal currents prevail. The 
battleship was steaming along quietly, when the sub- 
marine suddenly appeared, right under its bow, and 
there was no time to avoid a collision. The stem of 
the Saint Louis struck the submarine with terrific force, 
driving the latter below the surface, and it is believed 
cut her in two. The water is twenty-five fathoms, 
where the boat went down. The engines of the battle- 
ship had been quickly reversed, but when she was 
brought to a stop the submarine had disappeared. The 
Vendemiaire was commanded by Lieutenant Fricul, a 
young officer, and had a crew of twenty-five men. She 
was 167 feet in length, with a beam of sixteen feet. No 
other navy has been so unfortunate in the matter of dis- 
asters to submarines. The Vendemiaire is the sixth 
craft of this type to be lost by the French. Wrecking 
vessels arrived and prompt preparations were made for 
an effort by: divers to reach the submarine and attach 
chains to the shackles in her hull, with the purpose of 
raising her. The efforts failed.

On June 9 the revenue cutter Apache and Seneca went to 
the assistance of the schooner Frederick Rodssmeer, of New Bed- 
ford, located in north latitude 35-48, longitude 74-05 west.

On June 12 the four-masted schooner Henry S. Little, ice 
laden from the Kennebec River to Washington, which ran 
aground on Middle Kettle Bottom Shoals in the lower Potomac, 
was pulled off by the revenue cutter Apache. 

The revenue cutter Seminole, under command of Capt. John 
G. Berry, was directed by wireless, June 11, to make search for 
the schooner Judge Pennewell, reported as having been aban- 
doned in latitude 37-15, longitude 78-50. The crew of the 
schooner was picked up by the steamer Santiago June 10. 

Advices from Kodiak, Alaska, June 9, state that Kodiak and 
Woody Island villages are buried under a foot of ashes as a 
result of the eruption of Katmai volcano. beginning June 6 and 
lasting forty-eight hours. The revenue cutter Manning was in 
port at Kodiak when the eruption began and furnished refuge 
for all the inhabitants of the town, five hundred persons, doubt- 
less saving many lives. The Manning served distilled water and 
government rations to the destitute people, the water supply 
having been polluted and springs filled with ashes. The naval 
wireless station was destroyed by fire, and the Manning's wire- 
less equipment is too weak to work with Cordova. Despatches 
were sent by tug to Seward with an appeal for all available 
craft to go to the assistance of the people in the vicinity, The 
property loss will be enormous. : 

The revenue cutter Yamacraw has been directed to pro- 
ceed to the Washington Navy Yard for the purpose of re- 
ceiving new armament. She is expected to arrive about 
June 25. 

The practice cutter Itasca arrived at Bermuda on June 8, 
and after remaining there two days proceeded to San Juan, 
Porto Rico.

GRADUATION DAY. 


On Wednesday morning the graduation exercises were held 
at the foot of Battle Monument, the seats veing placed in the 
shade of the trees toward the east. After music and the 
prayer by Chaplain Travers, General Barry introduced 
the speaker of the day, Col. George W. Goethals, who made 
an excellent address to the Class of 1912. The honor of 
presenting the diplomas to the graduates devolved on General 
Barry, in the absence of President Taft, the Secretary of War 
and the Chief of Staff, all of whom sent telegrams expressing 
their regret at being unable to come to West Point. There 
was much applause for all the graduates, especially the 
athletes, of whom 1912 possesses so goodly a list. 

Besides Colonel Goethals on the platform were Gen. Horace 
Porter, Gen. John M. Wilson, ’60; Gen. J. W. Barlow, ’61; 
Gen. S. M. Mansfield, '62; Gen. C. E. L. B. Davis, ’66; Gen. 
John Pitman, ’67; Gen. E. S. Godfrey ’67; Gen. G. C. Good- 
loe, ’67; Gen. George P. Borden, '67; Col. 8. E. Tillman, ’69; 
Gen. F. V. Greene, ’70; Gen. S. W. Fountain, '70, and Gen. 
James Allen, '72. General Barry presented Colonel Goethals 
as ‘‘the most distinguished engineer of the age.’’ Colonel 
Goethals said to the graduates: ‘‘The duties confronting an 
officer in the U.S. Army in recent years are more complex 
and difficult than they were when we left the Academy. But 
now, as then, success depends upon the man himself and upon 
his training. In every duty, in every situation character 
should be placed above all else; it is the primary object of 
the Academy to develop character.’’ 

General Barry said: ‘‘It was twenty-one years after our 
graduation that the emergency of war confronted us, and it 
came then as it will come to you—like a thunderbolt out of a 
clear sky. We met it boldly, and the results of that war have 
kept the Service busy for the fourteen years which have 
elapsed since. It will come to you in time, and I pray that 
it may find you prepared.’’ 

General Barry said that 1912 was a splendid class which 
had behaved itself fairly well; they were not only good in 
classroom, good in discipline, but when it came to athletics 
they were marvels. ‘‘The corps is to lose a class which since 
its entrance into the Academy has stood the brunt of athletic 
achievement and supremacy,’’ he said. ‘‘In balancing the 
account for the past four years with our best friend and 
greatest rival—the Navy—we find the Black, Gold and Gray 
on the credit side of the ledger, waving triumphant over the 
Blue and Gold, which the Class of 1912 has done much to 
accomplish. . 

‘‘In football, the corps will miss Hyatt, Arnold, Browne, 
C. J., Cook, Dean, Littlejohn, McDonald, Sibert, Walmsley 
and Wood. In baseball, Whiteside, Anderson, Cook, Gonser, 
Hyatt, Riley, Ulloa, and Harrison, and everybody will miss 
the queen of rooters, Mr. Harrison’s dear mother, and I’ll 
miss her parasol. In fencing, Rayner, Anderson, Hinemon 
and Wilbur, and many others who made all those named 
hustle to keep their places on the first teams. In general 
athletics the class, as a whole, will be missed which in 1911 
and 1912 won the indoor championship and in 1910 and 1911, 
the outdoor championships. Hundredth Night Entertainments 
will miss Mr. Faymonville and his able assistants. Fourth of 
July celebrations and soundings-off generally will miss Mr. 
Edwards. 

‘*Like most good classes you'll all be missed by the area, 
but that down-trodden terrain will not be deserted in future. 
Personally I wish to acknowledge and to thank the Class of 
1912 for the assistance it has been to me in the administra- 
tion of the affairs of the Academy. I congratulate you on 
your graduation, and I specially congratulate the Army in 
receiving as officers such high type of young manhood. 

‘*‘With the graduates of the Class of 1912 my race as 
Superintendent is practically run. I love West Point, I owe 
it all I am, and I have been willing and happy in working 
for it during the past two years. If my administration has 
accomplished any good for the Academy or the corps my 
labors are fully repaid. Whatever success I may have at- 
tained here is due to the able, loyal and subordinate support 
I have received. 

‘‘If there be one more than another to whom I am specially 
indebted, it is he, who has stood ready to meet my every 
call, improved everything he has touched, and who is entitled 
to all credit for the harmonious co-ordination and co-opera- 
tion of all establishments, an able and tactful intermediary, 
the Adjutant of the Academy, Captain Davis. 

‘“‘There are some who think the Superintendent of this 
Academy can have too much rank. My experience empha- 
sizes the fact that the greater the rank, experience and ability 
of the Superintendent and the stiffer his backbone the more 
firmly can he hold out for the standards which have charac- 
terized this institution for all time. So far as the rank of 
the Superintendent is concerned it may be pertinent to re- 
mark that from 1864 to 1889 every Superintendent of this 
Academy held the rank of general officer during the Civil 
War, and a very great majority of them exercised the com- 
mand of that rank in the field, and though demoted after 
the Civil War, nevertheless, they brought to the Superin- 
tendent’s chair the prestige that went with that rank and 
command. I am clearly of the opinion, and it is further- 
more the unanimous opinion of the Academic Board and all 


cer at this station.’’ 

The exercises closed with the presentation of the diploma; 
by General Barry, the singing of ‘‘Alma Mater’’ by the en. 
tire assembly and the pronouncing of the benediction by Mor, 
O’Keefe. Later the new graduates donned their street clothes 
and prepared for a trip to New York, to celebrate with , 
banquet at the Hotel Astor and a theater party afterward, 
With them went the ‘‘furlough men,’’ of the Class of 1914 
now the Second Class. ‘They left for New York in smajj 
parties immediately after the ceremonies, and the graduates 
will go to their homes to await the call of the War Depart.

THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., June 12, 1912. 

Surpassing in brilliancy and point of attendance all former 
events, the farewell ball given by the Class of 1913 to this 
year’s graduating class took place in the Armory of the Naval 
Academy on Friday night, June 7. The scene was a most 
fitting climax to the June week exercises and will be memora- 
ble as the most successful social function held at the historic 
institution. The large auditorium was packed to the doors. 
More than 5,000 persons crowded the galleries and reserved 
seats installed on the first floor, and for more than three hours 
watched the dancers. Annapolis and Baltimore society was 
well represented. An army of workmen had been busy all 
week transforming the big hall into a place of beauty. Thou- 
sands of vari-colored electric bulbs shaded by Japanese lan- 
terns swung from girder to girder. A solid background of 
plants and flowers hid the work of the architect and builder. 
Cedar trees shot up through the well-laid-out beds of sweet- 
scented flowers. The walls were hidden with the class colors 
of 1912, with here and there the more subdued colors of the 
Class of 1913. Garbed in their famous red uniforms the 
Naval Academy band stood out in bold relief.

STANDING OF GRADUATES DELAYED. 


For the first time, ‘‘whereof the mind of man runneth not 
to the conirary,’’ the standing of all the graduating class of 
the Naval Academy was not made public on commencement 
day last Friday.

REPORT OF BOARD OF VISITORS. 
The Board of Visitors to the Naval Academy completed its 
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work Friday morning, and the final report to the President 
and Congress is being put in shape. The board expresses it- 
self as much pleased with conditions at the Academv, com- 
pliments highly Capt. John H. Gibbons, the Superintendent, 
and makes a number of recommendations for needed legis- 
lation. The report states that the discipline is excellent; that 
scholastic and professional work is being maintained at a 
high standard; that there is no friction among the officers 
and instructors, or between the authorities and the midship- 
men; and that hazing has been absolutely eliminated. 

In investigating the subject of hazing the board had a num- 
ber of midshipmen, including several Fourth Classmen, before 
it, and they all stated that they had not been hazed, and that 
as far as they knew hazing at the Naval Academy had been 
absolutely abolished. The members of the board were much 
pleased with this. The most important recommendation was 
that the Government should purchase the rectangular portion 
of ground in Annapolis city which was included in the original 
plans of the Academy improvements, resorting to condemnation 
if suitable arrangements could not be made with the owners. 
Failure to secure this section has made it impossible to com- 
plete the number of houses intended as residences of officers, 
and forced a number of them to seek temporary residences in 
Annapolis. z 

The board devoted considerable attention to possible changes 
in the course and raising the age of admission, in view of the 
change by which graduates are immediately commissioned as 
ensigns, but decided to refer the whole matter to the Academic 
Board for its consideration. The report suggests that two 
of the civilian professors whose terms of service at the Acad- 
emy have extended over many years be retired with pay. It 
also recommends liberal appaepmeties to complete the build- 
ings and grounds at the Academy and keep them in proper 
condition, and for equipment of all the departments. 

DEPARTURE OF MIDSHIPMEN. 

The Massachusetts, with the Third Class of midshipmen, 
was the first of the squadron here to get off, Monday morning. 
She left about nine o’clock, and between ten and eleven the 
Florida, the Utah, the Delaware and the North Dakota fol- 
lowed. The ships are bound for the North Atlantic coast, 
Provincetown being the central station. That afternoon the 
transport San Francisco, with 147 midshipmen on , board, 
sailed. Two aeroplanes circled around the ships as they 
weighed anchors and made an imposing appearance. The four 
ships to take the remainder of the midshipmen, eighty-two of 
the First and Second Classes, on their summer cruises are the 
South Carolina, the Louisiana, the Kansas and the New Hamp- 
shire. They will arrive here on the 14th or 15th. , 

A radiogram received at the Naval Academy says the First 
Division of the Atlantic Fleet that recently sailed from An- 
napolis with midshipmen aboard has been held up at Hamp- 
ton Roads. It is surmised that plans have been changed and 
that the fleet may go to Cuba. 

The eighty-two midshipmen now at the Naval Academy will 
embark Friday morning on the steamers Bailey and Standish, 
which will take them to Hampton Roads for transfer to the 
ships of the First Division of the Atlantic Fleet.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


71ST N.Y.—COL. W. G. BATES. 


The 3d Battalion of the 71st N.Y., composed of Companies 
Cc, F, G@ and M, under command of Major Hutchinson, and 
Company M, of the 7th Regiment, and a detachment of the 
2d Battalion of Field Artillery went to Elmsdorf for field 
practice on June 8, to camp over night. Camp was made 
on a small plateau about two miles from Elmsdorf. Reveille 
sounded Sunday morning at 5:30 and at seven o’clock Com- 
panies F, G and M, under command of Captain Boyle, broke 
camp _and took up a position for attack. The problem for 
Captain Boyle’s command was to capture the Elmsdorf reser- 
voir, which lay a short distance from the camp, while Com- 
pany C, of the 71st, and M of the 7th, and a detachment of 
Field Artillery defended it. Captain Boyle carried the day. 
With Company M he made a successful attack on the enemy’s 
front while he sent his other two companies around their 
flank and attacked the enemy from the rear. The country 
proved excellent for maneuver work of this sort, the ground 
being hilly, and where there were no woods there were stone 
fences to afford protection for scouts and outposts. 

Captain True’s new commissary wagon was tried out and 
proved a great success. On Saturday night the battalion 
arrived in camp at six o’clock and at six-thirty the men had 
all been served with supper, which consisted of beef stew 


and coffee. Food for 400 men may be cooked on the new 
wagon at one time. Three hundred men were served on 
Saturday. The arrangement of the wagon is such that it 


can be driven over almost any kind of roads or country. 
The front of the wagon is taken up with an icebox. Back of 
this are two large boilers with asbestos covers which work 
the same as fireless cookers, and are so arranged that they 
can be slid on stove at their back. Food may be cooked 
while on the march and thus do away with the long wait for 
meals after camp has been made. Scrambled eggs, fried ham 
and potatoes, oatmeal and coffee were served for Sunday 
morning’s breakfast, and roast beef, boiled potatoes, boiled 
onions, soup, coffee and pudding were served for dinner. 
When the wagon is on the road a variety of this sort of 
rations is impossible, but something hot will always be avail- 
able for the men as soon as a halt is made.

Speaking of the recent successful camp of instruction at 
Mount Gretna, Pa., for officers of the Pennsylvania N.G. the 
Philadelphia Inquirer says: ‘‘Never before had such an 
elaborate program been arranged and the manner in which 
the student officers generally rose to the occasion was flatter- 
ing alike to themselves and their magnificent instructors.

Very interesting, indeed, will the reports of the 
weel's happenings be to those interested and unless all signs 
fail it is certain that the instructors will record a wonderful 
adyance on the part of their knowledge hungry pupils.’’ 

Diring 1911 the Pennsylvania National Guard qualified 
1,555 expert riflemen, 135 sharpshooters and 4,590 marksmen. 
The average strength of the Guard present and absent during 
the period of firing was 11,328 officers and men, and the 
percentage of average strength qualified was 87.81. The re- 
sults in rifle pa for the year 1911, by comparison with 
the figures of 1910, show an increase of 2.92 in the state 
figure of merit. There was an increase of 284 in the ‘‘aver- 
age strength present and absent, commissioned and enlisted, 
for the entire period of firing,’’ and in the total firing of the 
rifle there was an increase of 103, and a decrease in the 
tota! firing of the pistol of twenty-four, as compared with 
the return for 1910. The per cent. of average strength quali- 
fied shows an increase of 7.67 per cent.

Answer: By the Act of June 12, 1906, enlisted men serving 
in Porto Rico and Hawaii are not allowed the twenty per 
cent. increase of pay. 

A. W.—yYou cannot be commissioned an officer of the U.S. 
Army unless you are a citizen of the United Staes. As you 
are foreign-born you must have the necessary naturalization 
papers before you can be designated for examination for a 
commission. 

R. E. TERRY.—Write to the Adjutant General of the Army, 
Washington, D.C., through the channel for the address of the 
man you want, stating the reason you desire the information. 

J. J. M.—There should be a file of G.O. from the War De- 
partment at the headquarters of your regiment, which should 
give you the information you desire, and if you cannot get 
access to these orders you can make application for it 
through the channel. We have not a file of the orders you 
refer to.

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STATIONS OF THE ARMY.

LIVING ARMAMENT. 


Captain Percival, known on account of his eccentrici- 
ties as “Mad Jack,” more than once did some wild thing 
that brought him into conflict with the naval authori- 
ties. On one occasion, it is of record, he was sent to 
Morocco with his frigate to bring back a cargo of don- 
keys for the Government. It was in the days when the 
distance between a ship at sea and the authorities at 
Washington was greater than it is in these days of 
telegraphic cables, and a ship-captain was a little mon- 
arch aboard his vessel. Percival was a seaman of the 
old type, holding in contempt men who sat at desks and 
issued orders. To show what he thought of employing a 
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war vessel on so mean a mission, When he entered New 
York Harbor he ran in all his guns, and placed the head 
of a donkey through each port hole. As the vessel 
sailed in, the sight of a double row of jackasses’ heads 
protruding from the places where the guns should have 
been, caused a great sensation. When Washington 
heard of it, the authorities barely refrained from giving 
“Mad Jack” a severe punishment. 

Capt. John Percival, U.S.N., was appointed a master 
in the Navy in 1809, and reached the grade of captain 
in 1841. He died in 1862. 
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There may be a lesson for American military surgeons 
in the changed methods of the well known French naval 
surgeon, Dr. L. Chastang, in the treatment of sunstroke. 
For many years he employed cold baths and frictions 
with ice, the treatment most in vogue to-day, but he was 
seldom satisfied with the results and often noticed 
dangerous complications and relapses. Now he invariably 
treats sunstroke with hot baths and vigorous external 
stimulation, a mode of treatment which has never failed 
him. ‘The sunstruck unconscious man is plunged for 
five or ten minutes in a bath of about 100 degrees 
Fahrevheit, gradually raised to 104 or 107; cold affu- 
sions are made to the head and energetic frictions or 
flagellation applied to the precordial region. Very 
promptly is the respiration improved and _ regularized. 
After removal from the bath profuse perspiration fol- 
lows, and at this time the patient should be vigorously 
fanned. If the pulse and breathing again become ir- 
regular, the bath should be repeated. Dr. Chastang has 
thus treated twenty cases with entire success, and no 
other medication was necessary than injection of ether 
and caffeine. ‘

The red trousers typical of the Austrian and French 
soldiers are doomed so far as the Austrian army is 
concerned, and a dingier and less conspicuous color is to 
be substituted, says a Vienna correspondent of the New 
York Sun. The origin of the red trousers in Austria 
is quite on a par with their origin in France. It was 
Napoleon I. who introduced them, and his idea was to 
encourage the cultivation of the madder root, which at 
the time was the chief source of a red dye. Vast fields 
were turned into farms for the growth of the root, and 
wealth was accumulated by their owners and the manu- 
facturers of the dye. Then came the discovery of aniline 
dyes, the manufacture of which soon assumed vast pro- 
portions in Germany. The madder root industry went 
under after a_short struggle, and the French had then 
to turn to Germany for the dye for their military 
trousers. Now the German conqueror is supplying most 
of the red in the French soldier’s uniform. Perhaps the 
French will follow the example of the Austrians and 
abolish the red trousers. 
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A sort of twin sister to the reformed spelling is the 
movement to give the English language a scientific key 
alphabet to indicate the pronunciation of ‘words in 
dictionaries, encyclopedias, school books, etc. The effort 
to produce such a uniform key based on sound scientfie 
principles was begun by leading linguistic scholars in 
1877. The committee having it then in charge was com- 
posed of such men as Dr. F. A. March, of Lafayette 
College; Dr. W. D. Whitney, of Yale University; Dr. 
S. S. Haldeman, of the University of Pennsylvania. 
The work was carried on more or less continuously by 
succeeding committees until 1911, when the present 
form of the key was adopted by the National Education 
Association and by other educational bodies. A review 
of the experiments with this key as made by Professor 
Whipple, of the Cornell Psychological Laboratory, is 
published in pamphlet form by the New Era Printing 
Company, Lancaster, Pa.
